Just how the 3d Battalion of the 14th U.S. Infantry 
sat the famous British Sikhs in hill climbing during 
the operations in China in 1900, leading up to the en- 
sagement with the Boxers at the Eight Temples, has 
never fully been told. ‘The heights were immediately in 
rear of a series of Buddhist temples, which were a 
endezvous for Boxers in force. With other troops, the 
battalion of the 14th which was in the command of 
\lajor William Quinton, (now brigadier general, retired), 
was due at a village not far from the heights at 6 a.m. 
Che following extract from an official report of Major 
‘juinton on the operations will be found of interest. 
Breaking bivouac at 2 a.m. we arrived at the desig- 
nated village at 5:45 a.m., and here I was furnished a 
cuide, Mr. E. G. Squiers, a very intelligent gentleman 
ind reliable man, formerly an officer of the 7th U.S. 
Cavalry, and now secretary of the American Legation 
1t Pekin. In conversation with Mr. Squiers I learned 
that a force of Sikhs were ahead of me and had about 
{orty-five minutes’ start. 1 further learned that he could 
take a route that would place my battalion in advance 
f these Sikhs, if I so desired, as the Sikhs had by some 
error deviated from the proper trail to be followed. I 
begged him to place my battalion upon this trail, and 
as a result was compelled to march my battalion with- 
out any halt for a greater period than two hours. The 
Sikhs, however, discovered their error, turned the head 
of their column to their left, and as a result of this move- 
inent the American and Sikh soldier—the latter celebrat- 
ed, being all hill men, as the ‘climbers of the world’s 
roof’—found each other at the base of a mountain about 
1,800 feet in height, and presenting an angle of about 
30 degrees. The American soldier was handicapped in 
the climb, as he carried with him upon his person rations 
for one day, 100 rounds of ammunition, a blanket roll, 
and, as before remarked, proceeded to climb without any 
halt for rest. The contest for supremacy was a silent 
and friendly one, Sikh and American each doing his 
very best to reach the summit first, and I am more than 
pleased to state the American soldier won out, reaching 
the top of the mountain first, the head of the Sikh files, 
however, being a close second. From the summit a glo- 
rious panoramic view was presented, upon which our 
eyes feasted only briefly, a series of shots from the 
temples beneath directed upon us as a reminder that we 
were there for purposes other than viewing scenery, how- 
ever grand.” 
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Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., late commanding 
the Third Separate Brigade, consisting of the Provinces 
of Tayabas, Laguna and Batangas, Island of Luzon, 
has taught the Filipinos a lesson in the science of road- 
building which deserves a place among the most valuable 
of ali his varied services in the archipelago. He has 
constructed a fifty mile stretch of excellent macadamized 
roadway connecting the town of Batangas, in the pro- 
vince of that name, with the town of Calamba, in La- 
guna Province, thus affording means of easy and per- 
manent communication through a large and fertile re- 
zion which is capable of enormous agricultural develop- 
ment. Hitherto this region has been inaccessible for 
months following the rainy season, for the reason that 
the Spanish authorities never thought it worth while to 
build roads. The effect of the project instituted by 
General Bell and now nearing completion is already 
manifest in a great increase in farming and other in- 
dustries in the provinces immediately benefited. In 
former years the inhabitants lost heavily owing to the 
impossibility of getting their products to market when 
needed, but now, with a roadway open for traffic through- 
out the year, they are increasing their farming opera- 
tions, adding to their live stock and giving other un- 
mistakable evidences of prosperity. This road, which 
has cost about $4,500 per mile, Mexican, is something 
hitherto unknown in the Philippines outside of Manila, 
and it is likely to be followed by extensive projects of 





road-building in other provinces. In order to interest 
the inhabitants in the commercial advantages of this 
road, Genera! Bell has devised a system of regular trains 
of freight and passenger wagons to be hauled over the 
road by traction engines. These engines and wagons 
will have wide tires, trains will be run on regular sched- 
ules at a speed of about five miles an hour, low traffic 
rates will be maintained and the revenues derived from 
the business will be used in building additional lines. 
As a further means of popularizing the good roads move- 
ment, General Bell has asked the civil authorities to 
sell to the natives at cost price and on long credit carts 
with wide tires, and to impose a tax on narrow-tired 
vehicles. This whole project is thorougbly in line with 
the practical and far-sighted policy of our military au- 
thorities in the Philippines, and is bound to serve as a 
lasting force in promoting peace and prosperity in the 
islands. 
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About all there is of interest to Americans in the 
condition of war which has arisen in Morocco is the 
possibility that it may transfer the seat of international 
friction from the Eastern coast of South America to the 
Northern coast of Africa. The civil conflict in Morocco 
is a fanatical uprising against the ruling Sultan, who is 
tolerant, progressive and eager to improve the condition 
of ais people, and who, because of these very qualities, 
is in danger of being overthrown. The rebels consist 
chiefly of Moslem reactionaries who resent the liberal 
policy of their present ruler and who, by reason of their 
intense fanatical zeal, are sure to make a fierce struggle 
for a complete return to the ancient forms and customs 
of their race and the consequent nullification of Chris- 
tian influence. Interwoven, however, with the domestic 
elements of this conflict are European interests which in 
certain contingencies might easily give it an interna- 
tional aspect. England, France and Spain are all con- 
cerned to some extent in the territorial status of the 
North African coast, and each of those nations is follow- 
ing the drift of events in Morocco with more than mere 
passive interest. The United States is concerned in the 
affair only to the extent of insuring the safety of a few 
American missionaries stationed in Morocco, but Euro- 
pean interests are broader in range and under conceivable 
conditions might require intervention. In that event 
complications might arise to serve as a counter-irritant 
to the inflamed condition which has developed in South 
America and thus transfer. the center of international 
interest from South America to North Africa.

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Since the arrest of several officers of the U.S.S. Chi- 
cago by the civil authorities of Venice, in the Spring 
of 1902, it has frequently been reported by returning 
tourists that when another ship of the United States 
Navy visited an Italian port her officers and men would 
receive a hostile welcome, and thése reports have be- 
come so annoying that the Italian Government has re- 
quested that they be officially contradicted in the Ameri- 
can press. Assurances are given that United States 
warships calling at ports of Italy will be heartily greet- 
ed, that their officers and men will be treated with the 
respect due to them, and as indicating the entire ab- 
sence of anti-American sentiment among the Italian 
people it is pointed out that their Government, in a re- 
cent note: with reference to the Venezuelan affair, ex- 
pressed its unreserved confidence in the purpose and 
policy of President Roosevelt. The assurances of the 
Italian Government in this matter will be received in 
the same cordial spirit in which they are extended. 
The suggestion that the unfortunate events attending 
the Chicago's visit to Venice might result in unpleasant 
demonstrations against officers of other United States 
warships calling at Italian ports was so preposterous 
that it was hardly worth while to dignify it with a 
denial. 
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Mr. Martin Traviesco, a Porto Rican student in the 
law school of Cornell University, delivered an address in 
the oratorical department of the institution on Dec. 27 in 
which he vigorously denounced the administration of 
Governor Hunt, of Porto Rico, as tyrannical, extrava- 
gant and baneful to the people. “Instead of an antonomy 
which had been conceded to us by Spain,” said the 
speaker, “we now have a government which gives the 
Governor more despotic powers than any Spanish Mili- 
tary Governor ever had, and he exercises them to the 
detriment of the people. He supports the party of the 
minority, composed of American adventurers and native 
renegades, who have no regard for the welfare of the 
country. The election of November last was the greatest 
political crime of the century. All means were used, 
from fraud to murder, to give the victory to the govern- 
mental party. Life for honest people is becoming im- 
possible in Porto Rico, because they see that the govern- 
ment protects the criminal and punishes the law-abiding 
citizen. The government there has tainted the flag with 
dishonor.” It is considered as specially significant in 
some circles that this attack comes from a nephew of the 
Chief Justice of Porto Rico. 








With thirty-five vacancies in the grade of assistant 
surgeon in the Army, it is evident that the shortage of 
officers for the Medical Department of the Service will 
continue until after the next examination of candidates, 
which will be held in April. An examination is now 
in progress in Manila which may result in filling a few 
of the vacancies with candidates chosen in the Philip- 
pines, but Surgeon General O'Reilly is not confident of 
obtaining any considerable number of desirable officers 
from those sources. Both the Army and the Navy are 





short of medical officers in spite of the most energetic 
efforts to obtain them. The need in both Services is so 
pressing that the leading medical societies of the coun- 
try might help to relieve it by officially calling the at- 
tention of their younger members to the opportunities of 
professional usefulness which the Army and Navy afford. 
Both Servivces offer exceedingly attractive openings to 
young Men possessed of the proper moral, intellectual 
and professional equipment. 
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Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U.S.N., retired, Presi- 
dent of the Isthmian Cana] Commission, opposes a reso- 
lution which has been introduced in Congress calling 
for a detailed statement of the expenditures of the 
Commission, and holds that the sole purpose of the 
measure is to discredit the commission for having recom- 
mended the Panama route in place of the Nicaragua 
route. Since the Panama route was definitely approved 
by Congress, provided a clear title to the property 
could be obtained, several resolutions of inquiry have 
been proposed, the chief effect of which would be to 
obstruct all legislation on the canal project, and it is a 
suggestive fact that these resolutions have all been pre- 
sented by partisans of the Nicaragua route. The latest 
of these measures comes from Senator Morgan, and in- 
asmuch as all] the information he calls for could have 
been obtained on application to the State Department or 
the Treasury Department, Admiral Walker's opposi- 
tion to the resolution appears to be based on solid 
ground. 





Press despatches from Havana seriously announce that 
the United States Government is desirous of obtaining a 
site for a naval coaling station on the Isle of Pines, and 
has already instituted negotiations with the Cuban au- 
thorities with that object in view. The real importance 
of this report is sufficiently indicated by two facts: 
First, the waters surrounding the Isle of Pines are so 
shallow that a coaling station on the island would not be 
accessible to naval vessels larger than a modern tugboat. 
Second, the status of the island is yet to be determined 
by treaty arrangements between the United States and 
Cuba, and until it is so adjusted neither government 
has the power to cede or acquire cites for naval stations 
on the island. The next Havana report may possibly an- 
nounce that the United States wants a site for a naval 
station on the Erie Canal. 
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Comdr. Thomas B. Howard, U.S.N., who has been on 
duty at Annapolis, Md., has been ordered to assume 
command of the new monitor Nevada, which is to go 
into commission about Feb. 1 next at Bath, Me., where 
she is receiving the finishing touches at the hands vf her 
builders,.the Bath Iron Works.

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The completion of the Pacific cable is a matter of 
grave satisfaction to all British Imperialists, Navy and 
Army illustrated says; “but it is difficult to realize its 
complete significance in a naval and military sense in 
the piping times of peace, From the naval standpoint 
it ig not too much, perhaps, to say that such an aid to 
swift and sure communication over all-British wire at a 
time of tremendous tension might be worth an additional 
squadron, for undoubtedly the next great naval war will 
be to some extent, perhaps a very great extent, a war of 
telegraphic strategy. Of course, even all-British cables 
are liable to be cut and otherwise tampered with, but we 
may be sure that exceptional precautions will be taken 
to protect them, and in any case picking up a cable is 
not easy or speedy work. Napoleon has said that war 
is a question of positions, and an American general 
used to boast that he had no communications. But the 
solid fact seems to be that modern war has enhanced 
the value of communications—in which the telegraph 
takes, of course, high rank—to such an extent that at 
times they seem to rival positions in importance. At any 
rate, it is only when communications are to be relied on 
that a doubtful position can be safely changed for a 
good one by land or sea, and in connection with Colonial 
defense the all-British cable may come some day tu 
have a very tremendous significance in tnis sense.”

Major General Davis, U.S.A., commanding the Division

of his command are fully conversant with matters herein 
referred to, and the commander will be held co-responsible 
for errors and omissions.”

Chaplain Joseph L. Hunter, 7th U.S. Inf., on duty at 
the Depot of Recruit Instruction, Presidio San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., in a report to General Hughes, commanding 
the Department of California says: “The complete lack 
of a suitable place and seating for services and enter- 
tainments makes the chaplain’s work very unsatisfactory.

Nothing leads so quickly to desertion as discomfort and 
deprivation of amusement, while the best soldiers are 
made of men who are encouraged in their recreation and 
amusements. With a comfortable recreation hall, the 
number of men who are tempted to go to town for drink 
would be greatly diminished.

Among the orders recently issued by the Russian 
Minister of War is one establishing a school at Vladi- 
vostock in which a class of forty military officers will 
receive instruction in the Chinese, Japanese, Korean anil 
Mongolian languages, as well as in English and French.

win the languages in use in the Orient, where Russia’s 
greatest trade and territorial projects have their objec- 
tive. To have officers acquainted with Oriental lan- 
guages will be of enormous advantage not merely in the 
event of hostile military operations, but as aids in the 
exploitation of commercial enterprise. The experience 
of United States Army officers in the Philippines has 
been that one of the easiest ways to win the friendship 
and support of the natives is to learn their language, 
and this has been done in many cases, particularly by the 
young officers in command of the Philippine Scouts. 
In view of the certainty that the United States will 
have to maintain a large body of troops in the archi- 
pelago for many years to come, if not permanently, 
young officers assigned to the islands would doubtless find 
it highly advantageous to familiarize themselves with 
the various Filipino dialects as thoroughly as possible.

A writer in the France Militaire expresses the fear 
that the perfection of the rifle and the field gun, and the 
heavy fire effect attained by the Boers, may confuse the 
ideas of French soldiers and spread the impression that 
rifle fire is their best and almost their only method of 
fighting. He likens the condition to that which prevailed 
before 1870, when the chassepot was regarded as a sure 
means to victory. The Minister of War then proclaimed 
in the Corps Legislatif that no troops could advance 
within a thousand meters of the new weapon without 
being destroyed. Hence came the tendency to the defen- 
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sive, with the result of unwillingness to move over the 
ground. This writer thinks the same evil tendency is 
being manisfested at the present time, and he protests 
against the idea that the bayonet attack will no longer 
be possible, or will at least be the exception. At least 
it will never do to train or tempt men to rest on the de 
fensive, and the writer would like to see the bayonet held 
in higher honor than it at present is in the French army. 

Gen. Samuel! Pearson, a former officer of the Boer 
army, who came to the United States two years ago 
quoted as saying that if Mr. Edward Van Ness, of New 
quoted as saying that if Mr. Edward Van Ness, of New 
York, who died in May, 1902, had lived he would have 
equipped an army of 3,000 men in the United States for 
a pro-Boer invasion of Canada. It is a fact that Mr. 
Van Ness was an aruent friend of the Boer cause and 
made no attempt to conceal his feelings, but his widow 
declares that he never dreamed of backing an invasion 
of Canada, and that he had nothing to do with General 
Pearson. It is quite likely that General Pearson would 
have applauded such a foolhardy venture just as he ap- 
plauded other schemes to cause friction between the 
United States and Great Britain, but it is altogether 
unlikely that such an enterprise was ever proposed by 
any responsible American with the means to set it in 
motion. 








In the new midshipmen’s quarters at the Naval Acade- 
my the accomodations for the students will be in no way 
inferior to the quarters given to the scholars of the best 
universities in the country. Every two midshipmen will 
have a suite of three rooms, two bedrooms and a com- 
mon study or parlor between them. When the present 
quarters are fully completed these suites could be made 
te answer for something like a thousand midshipmen.

The War Department is considering the advisability

In making her landing at the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., on Dec. 28 to take on some naval apprentices for 
the Essex, anchored off the yard, the tugboat Sioux struck 
against the stone wharf with great force, knocking a hole 
in here hull below the water line.

rollowing is the complete report of the Uniform 
Board of the Army, o1 which Major Gen. 8S. B. M. Young 
is the president, which shows in detail the changes 
recommended by the Board and approved by the Secre- 
tary of War, as well as an official order promulgated by 
the President prescribing the uniforms to be worn by 
officers 0. the Army, Navy and Marine Corps upon occa- 
sions of ceremony : 





Washington, D.C., Dec. 24, 1902. 
To the Adjutant General, UsAt 7 

Sir.—The board of ofticers, composed of Major Gen. 
8S. B. M. Young, U.S.A.; Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S. 
A.; Brig. Gen. W. H. Carter, U.S.A.; Col. Theodore A. 
Bingham, U.S.A.; and Lieut. Col. W. 8. Patten, Deputy 
Q.M. General, U.S.A.,convened by letter of the Adjutant 
General of the Army, dated Nov. 11, 1902, to consider 
modifications of General Orders No. 81, A.G.U., 1902, which 
prescribes the regulations for the uniform of the Army, 
met pursuant to call of the President, at 11 o'clock a.m., 
Nov. 20, 1902, at Army War College, 22 Jackson place. 

After mature deliberation and careful consideration (the 
sessions continuing from time to time) ,the board now has 
the honor to submit herewith a revised copy of General 
Orders No. 81, A.G.O., 1902, containing such modifications 
and changes as are believed will be to the best interests 
of the Service, and recommends that the same be pro- 
mulgated to the Army in General Orders: 

The following are the principal modifications and 
changes recommended: 

Providing for the wearing of uniform during hours of 
duty by gg stationed in Washington. 

increasing e width of velvet cuff on sleeve of full 
dress coat for general officers from three to four inches. 

Fixing length of the frock coat for chaplains to corre- 
spond with that for other officers. 

Providing for saber slit in dress coat and overcoat. 

Providing for bronze sleeve ornaments for overcoats 
instead of embroidery; also metal ornaments for full 
dress coats. 

Providing a black overcoat for chaplains. 

Providing the cape shall have no frail binding. 

Leaving off the embroidered oak leaves on visor of full 
dress cap for all officers: below the rank of major. 

Adding the coat of arms of the United States, embroid- 
ered in gold, to the shoulder knots for all officers above 
the rank of captain. 

Providing trousers’ straps of black leather for full 
dress and dress trousers for officers. 

Abolishing tne chapeau, Service helmet, Service cap, 
for officers, and Service trousers for enlisted men. 

Prescribing a combination sash and belt for brigadier 
generals. 

Providing that full dress slings shall be worn with 
webbing belt with full dress uniform, and russet leather 
slings with all other uniforms. 

Describing more in detail the shoes for officers, the black 
shoe to be of the Wellington pattern without tips. 

Authorizing commanding officers to designate uniform 
for evening wear. 

Prescribing pattern for ‘“‘mess jacket.” 

Providing for a border on the saddlecloths of chaplains. 

Providing that the chevrons shall be worn on all coat 
sleeves midway between elbow and shoulder. 

Prescribing that belts and cartridge carrying devices 
shall be worn by the enlisted men on the outside of the 
overcoat. 

Abolishing chevrons for flannel shirts. 

Providing a marv-hing shoe for enlisted men. 

Adopting device for the Chief of Bureau of Insular 
Affairs. 

Adopting device for veterinarians. 

Dropping the word “service” in connection with hat. 

Providing that the word “sealed” be used in connec- 
tion with standard patterns or samples in the office of the 
Quartermaster General. 

The question of changing the Infantry facings frem 
light blue (as prescribed in G.O. 81) to white was ex- 
haustively considered in all its phases, and no change 
is recommended. 

A petition from Chaplain Pierce, asking for certain 
changes in the uniform of chaplains, was duly consid- 
ered by the board, and it was decided that no modifica- 
tions, other than as now specified herein, should be made. 

A memorandum from the Secretary of War, expressing 
the wish of the President that the uniform of officers 
attending functions at the White House be specified for 
all occasions, was duly considered, and Colonel Bingham 
was directed to draft (for the approval of the Secretary 
of War) a circular covering the matter. 

A communication was received by the board from 
Major Gen. A. R. Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the East, suggesting certain modifications of 
the uniform, all of which were carefully considered by 
the Board, and such as were believed to be for the best 
interests of the Service were adopted. 

The following extract from General Chaffee’s communi- 
cation is respectfully submitted for such action (by 
proper authority) as may be deemed advisable: 

“When troops are warned for service in the Philippines 
they should be directed to turn in all belts, including 
the McKeever cartridge box, excepting the field or web 
belt or suitable substitute, to the Ordnance Department 
thirty days prior to departure, the same box to be avail- 
able for re-issue to troops serving in the United States, 
and, if practicable, nothing but the white and cotton 
service uniforms should be taken to the ‘Philippines by 
the enlisted men. And in this connection, officers should 
be informed that the blue uniform, full dress trimmings 
and leather equipments may be preserved from damage 
if packed in a sealed zinc or tin box.” 

In view of the fact that by direction of the Secretary of 
War, two additional members have been added to the 
board to specially determine the proper equipment for 
foot soldiers, on motion it was decided to recummend to 
the Secretary of War that a General Order be published, 
embodying all the changes in the uniform, and that the 
question of revision and publication of a list of equip- 
ments for officers and enlisted men be deferred until the 
matter shall have been duly considered and reported 
upon by the new board. 

On motion the board adjourned subject to call of the 


President.

(A) GENERAL REGULATIONS 

1. The garments, head gear, foot gear, ornaments, in- 
‘ buttons, Oe ae and other ae age gm 
s ified, grouped in the manner . Ww con- 
stitute the uniforms of the United States Army, and will 
be worn on the occasions prescribed (see Table of Or- 


casions) unless otherwise directed proper authority.

3. When officers or enlisted men wear civilian dress, 
it will not be accompanied by any mark or part of the 
uniform. Enlisted men, on or off duty, will not wear 
— dress without permission of their commanding 
°o . 

4. No decoration received from a foreign government 
shall be worn by officers or men while on duty with 
United States troops. 

5. Medals of honor may be worn by officers and en- 
listed men entitled to them, on all occasions of ceremony 
in full dress; the medal to be attached to the coat at a 
point 1 inch below the opening of the collar. 

6. The various distinctive marks given for excellent 
in rifle practice may be worn on the breast by officers 
and enlisted men entitled to them, on all occasions ot 
ceremony, in thé manner prescribed in the next para- 
graph; they will precede all badges of military societies 
(from the wearer's rignt to left), and will be preceded 
by badges of campaigns which may be adopted by the 
War Department. 

7. Badges of Military Societies.—Officers and enlisted 
men who, in their own right or by right of inheritance, 
are members of military societies of men who served in 
the armies and navies of the United States in the War 
of the Revolution, the War of 1812, the Mexican War. 
the War of Rebellion or the Indian wars of the United 
States or the Spanish-American War and the incidental 
insurrection in the Philippines, or the China Relief Ex- 
pedition, or are members of the Regular Army and Navy 
Union of the United States, may wear on all occasions 
of ceremony when full dress is required the distinctive 
badges adopted by such societies or such other medals 
as may be authorized by proper authority; bad to be 
worn on the left breast of the coat quapended by a rib- 
bon from a ber of metal passed th h the upper ends 
of which will be from 3 to 4 inches below the t of the 
and tops of the ribbons forming a horizontal line, the 
outer ends of which will be from three to four inches be- 
low the top of the shoulder, according to the height of 
the wearer. 

8. Shoulder knots and shoulder straps will always be 
worn by commissioned officers only. Shoulder straps 
will always be placed on the dress coat, as herein pre- 
scribed; their use on the full-dress coat is forbidden. 

9. The uniform of an officer on the retired list is that 
prescribed for his actual rank in his regiment or corps 
when retired, except that the number of the regiment or 
insignia of corps or department will not be worn. A re- 
tir officer with brevet commission, either in the regu- 
lar or Volunteer Service of the Army of the United 
States, may wear the uniform of his highest brevet 
grade, and a retired officer who has held commission, 
not brevet in the Volunteer Service, may wear the 
uniform of his hi st grade in that Service, except 
that the number of the regiment or insignia of corps or 
department will not be worn (A. R., 88). 

10. In case of inclement weather when capes, water- 
proofs, or overcoats are worn, shoulder knots: will take 
the place of epaulets for general officers. 

11. When a particular coat or vestment is required by 
the church to which a chaplain belongs he may wear 
such coat or vestment while conducting services, 

12. In foreign countries, on occasions of reviews, pub- 
lic balls, entertainments given by military or naval au- 
thorities, or messes, or by civil officials, 
during official visits of ceremony, and at 
social functions partaking of an official character, of- 
ficers shall appear in uniform suitable for the occasion. 

13. The saber shall be habitually worn hooked up, 
when dismounted, guard to the rear; it will be worn out- 
side of the overcoat. The proper saber knot will al- 
wa be worn with the saber. 

14. Enlisted men will wear uniform in camp or garri- 
son, and will not be permitted to keep other clothing in 
their possession. When on fatigue they will wear suit- 
able fatigue dress. (A. R., 302.) 

15. The articles borne upon the annual price list of 
clothing, published in orders, will be considered uniform 
for enlisted men, and no deviation therefrom will be al- 
lowed. (A. R., 308.) 

1s. The.service uniforms are made of wool or cotton, 
and the one to be worn will be determined by locality and 
climate when required; it is not permitted to combine gar- 
ments of wool with others of cotton in the service uni- 
form of officers or enlisted men. 

The material of the service uniform, the overcoat, and 
the —_ will be made water repellent, as nearly as practi- 
cable. 





(B) DESCRIPTION OF GARMENTS AND OTHER 
ARTICLES OF UNIFORM FOR OFFICERS OF 
THE ARMY. 


FULL-DRESS COAT. 

17. FOR ALL OFFICERS, EXCEPT CHAPLAINS.— 
A double-breasted frock coat of dark-blue cloth, with 
standing collar; the skirt to extend from one-half to 
three-quarters the distance from the point of the hip 
to the bend of the knee; the lining to be bi . with 
pockets on the inside of skirt, and the coat to conform, in 
material and cut, to the sealed pattern in the office of 
the Quartermaster General. 

For general officers the collar will be made of blue- 
black velvet; the sleeve will have a cuff of blue-black 
velvet 4 inchés wide. For other officers the collar will 
be made of the same material as the coa., and the cuffs 
will simply be a continuation of the material of the 
sleeves. 

This coat will be ornamented as follows: 

Shoulder Knots.—Of gold-wire cord, as hereafter de- 
scribed under “shoulder knots." (Par. %) To be secure- 
ly fastened to the coat, and to be made detachable for 
all officers. For general officers’ epaulets (see par. 34). 

Collar Ornament.—The ornamentation of the collar tor 
the General will be such as he may prescribe; for the 
Lieutenant General, such as he may prescribe, after con- 
sultation with the General. 

For other general officers the collar will be orna- 
band of oak leaves embroidered in gold, 


bands of 1-2-inch gold-wire lace, two vellums, passing all

Major General.—The same as for the General, except 
je there will be nine buttons in each row, placed by 
threes. 

Brigadier General.—_The same as for the General, ex- 
ost pat there will be eight buttons in each row, placed 
n pairs. 

Coionel, Lieutenant Colonel and Major.--The same as 
for the General, except that there will be nine buttons in 
each row, buttons at equal intervals. 

Captain, First Lieutenant, Second Lieutenant and Ad- 
ditional cond Lieutenant.—The same as for a Colonel, 
except that there will be seven buttons in each row. 

For the Chief of Engineers.—The same as that of gen- 
eral officers with the following exceptions. 

Piping.—A piping of scarlet velvet 1-8-inch wide, to 
be placed along the upper and outer edges of the lapel, 
continuing down the edges of the skirt to the bottom, 
and a top of back flaps in middle of back to bottom 
of skirt. 

Skirt Facings.—To be of scarlet velvet with one row of 
1-2-inch gold two-line vellum thread lace placed upon 
white braid, showing 3-32-inch of braid on eacn side, 
1-4 inch from the outer edge of the scarlet velvet, fol- 
sowing the vertical and horizontal lines, with an engi- 
neer button placed in the lower corner of the scarlet 
velvet just inside the gold lace. 

For all other Offifficers of the Corps of Engineers.—The 
same as for other officers with the following exceptions: 

Piping: A piping of scarlet cloth 1-8-inch wide, to be 
placed around the base of neck, across the edge of collar 
lace, in front and down the front edge, stopping at the 
bottom, and from top of back flap in the middle of the 
back to the bottom of skirt. 

Skirt Facings.—To be of scarlet cloth with one row of 
1-2-inch gold two-line vellum thread lace placed upon 
white braid, showing 3-32-inch of braid on each side, 
1-4-inch from the outer edge of the scarlet cloth, fol- 
lowing the vertical and horizontal lines, with a regula- 
tion engineer button placed in the lower corner of the 
scarlet cloth just inside the gold lace. 

For Chaplains.—A black frock coat with standing 
collar, one row of nine black silk buttons on the breast. 
Of same length as for other officers. 


DRESS COAT. 


18. For General Officers.—A sack coat of dark blue 
cloth or serge; three small regulation gilt buttons will 
be placed on the cuff at sleeve; high rolling collar; 
double-breasted, with two rows of regulation gilt but- 
tons grouped according to rank, as on the full-dress 
coat; the skirt to extend one-third the distance from the 
point of the hip to the bend of the knee. A slit extending 
from 2 inches above to 2 inches below the hip, so as 
to permit the hooking up of saber. A shoulder strap, 
as hereafter described (par. 36), will be placed on each 
shoulder, adjacent to the seam, and collar ornaments 
(see Insignia, par. 53) on the collar. Inside pockets. 

For all other Officers.—A single-breasted sack coat of 
dark-blue cloth or serge, with standing collar: fastened 
with two hooks and eyes; coat to close with flap con- 
taining suitable concealed fastenings; slit not exceeding 
3 inches for hooking up saber; the skirt to extend from 
one-third to two-thirds the distance from the point of 
the hip to bend of the knee, according to the height of 
the wearer; cut to fit the figure easily; a vertical open- 
ing at each side of the hip, oo eng | to pattern. The 
coat to be trimmed with lustrous fiat black mohair 
braid 1 1-4 Inches wide, as follows: Edged all around the 
bottom, the front edges, the collar, and for six inches 
bs gg from the bottom along both side openings of 
the skirt. 

Shoulder straps, as hereafter described (par. 36), and 
collar ornaments (see Insignia, par. 53) will be worn with 
this garment. 

For Chaplains the material will be blue-black cloth 
or serge, the pattern of the coat the same as above. 


WHITE COAT. 

19. FOR ALL OFFICERS.—A single-breasted sack coat 
of white material, with standing collar fastened with 
two hooks and eyes, white metal; coat to close with a 
flap containing suitable concealed fastenings. The skirt 
to extend from one-third to two-thirds the distance from 
the point of the hip to the bend of the knee, according 
to the height of the wearer; cut to fit the figure easily; 
a vertical opening at each side of the hip, according to 
pattern. The coat to be trimmed with white flat braid 
1 1-4 inches wide, as follows: Edged all around the bot- 
tom along both side openings of the skirt. The coat 
is to be worn with white shoulder loops of the same 
material as the coat, let in at shoulder seam, and of the 
pattern prescribed for the service coat. 

Insignia on the collar to be the same as prescribed for 
the dress coat; insignia of rank, in silver or gold metal, 
to be placed on the shoulder loop, as prescribed for the 
service coat. 

SERVICE COAT. 

20. FOR ALL OFFICERS.—A single-breasted sack coat 
of olive-drab woolen material for Winter wear, and of 
khaki colored khaki material for Summer wear or in 
the tropics, made with two outside breast patch pockets 
and two outside patch pockets below the waist; pockets 
covered by flaps, rounded at edges, buttoned by a small 
regulation button. The coat to have falling collar, 
from 1 to 1 3-4 inches in width, depending on the wearer. 
On each shoulder a loop of the same material as the 
coat let in at shoulder seam and reaching from the sleeve 
seam to the edge of the collar, and buttoning at the up- 
per end with a small regulation bronze button» loops to 
be two inches wide at the shoulder end and 1 inch wide 
at the collar end. The coat to fit closely at the waist 
and loosely at the chest, at least 5 inches in excess of 
the chest measurement; buttoned down the front with 
five regulation buttons. The skirt to extend one-third 
the distance from the point of the hip to the bend of 
the knee. All buttons for this coat to be of dull-finish 
bronze metal, 

Insignia.—The coat of arms of the United States will 
be worn on each side of the collar, about 1 inch from 
the ends. The insignia of corps, department, or arm 
of service will be placed on each side of the collar, about 
5-8 inch from the coat of arms. The insignia of rank, 
in gold or silver metal, will be placed on the shoulder 
loop, near the sleeve seam. 

The insignia of corps, department, or arm of service, 
and the coat of arms, will be of dull-finish bronze. 


OVERCOAT. 

21. FOR ALL OFFICERS.—A double-breasted ulster 
of olive-drab woolen material according to sealed pat- 
tern in the office of the Quartermaster, General, suitab! 
lined and closing by means of five la buttons; a stand- 
ing rolling collar of the same material, the “stand” to 
be not less than 3-4 nor more than 1 3-4 inches, and the 


turn down (falling) part not less than 4 nor more than 
5 inches in width. Collar in front to be closed by two 
hooks and eyes; a flap of same material 5 inches in length 
and 2 inches in width, provided with one buttonhole at 
each end, made detachable, so as to close the falling 
part of the collar when worn closed. 

A pocket on each side piaced vertically, lower end of 
pocket 2 inches below the hip bone extending from 8 
to 10 inches upward. Over the pockets a flap of same 
length, rounded at edges and closed by a small button at 
middle of flaps. Slits of pockets to cut through lin- 
ings, thus permitting the slings to come through left 
pocket hole for hooking up of saber. The back to be 
slit up from the bottom 20 to 25 inches and clused by 
small buttons under concealed flap, the latter buttoning 
from right to left. 

Coat to extend down the legs from 8 to 10 inches below 
the knee, according to the height of the wearer. Sleeves 
loose, without cover or slit. Back straps placed at waist 
line, to extend from seam to seam and made detachable. 

A hood of same material as coat, lined with suitable 
material of same color; made to button around the neck 
under the collar by means of five small buttons and lovups. 
Hood to be large enough to cover the head and cap when 
worn at night or in inclement weather. 

All buttons to be of horn or ivory conforming in color 
to the material of the coat. 

The front corners of the skirt to be provided with but- 
tons or hooks so that said corners may be turned back 
when it is necessary to facilitate marching. 

Insignia on Sleeve.—Braid insignia of rank as pre- 
scribed (see Insignia ,par. 58); in addition thereto the 
insignia of corps, department, or arm of service, of dull- 
finished bronze metal, will be placed in the middle of the 
lower loop 1 1-2 inches above the end of the sleeve. 

For general officers the insignia will comsist of a band 
of lustrous black mohair brai 1 1-4 inches wide placed 
with its lower edge 2 1-2 inches above end of sleeve, 
surmounted by the proper number of stars, 1 inch in 
diameter, of dull-finished bronze metal, placed 1-4 inch 
above the braid; the stars to be surmounted by a band 
of lustrous black mohair braid 1-2 inch wide, 1-4 inch 
above the s 

Overcoats for Chaplains to be the same as for other 
officers except the material shall be black. 

CAPES. 


22. For all Officers.—To be of dark-blue cloth without 
braid binding, reaching at least to the tips of the fingers 
with the arm dropped at the side and not below the 
knee; with a rolling collar of black velvet 3 inches 
broad, and closing at the throat with a long loop. It 
may be worn by all officers when not on duty with troops 
under arms. To be lined as follows: 

For General Officers and Officers of the Staff Corps 
and Devartments.—Dark blue. 

For Officers of Infantry.—Light Blue. 

For Officers of Artillery.—Scarlet. 

For Officers of Cavairy.—Yellow. 

FULL-DRESS TROUSERS. 

23. For General Officers.—Of dark-blue cloth, with two 
stripes of gold-wire braid 1-2 inch wide with 1-4-inch 
interval between them, mounted upon light-weight vel- 
vet of color of cuffs and collar of coat and placed along 
the outside seam of the trousers. In the case of the 
Chief of Engineers the interval between the two laces 
shall be scarlet velvet. 

For Officers of the Staff Corps and Departments.—Of 
dark-blue cloth, with one stripe of gold-wire braid 7-8 
inch wide along each outside seam. 

For Officers of Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry.—Of 
sky-blue cloth, with stripes 1 1-2 inches wide, welted 
at the edges; the color of the stripes to be that of 
the facings of e respective corps or arms . 

FOR ALL OFFICERS OF THE CORPS OF ENGI-

The trousers to be of dark-blue cloth, with the ad- 
dition of a stripe of scarlet cloth 1 1-2 inches in width 
with a piping of white cloth 1-8 inch in width. 
FOR ALL OFFICERS ATTACHED TO THE

The trousers to be of light-blye cloth as at present 
authorized for other officers of the line, with the addi- 
tion of a stripe of scarlet cloth 1 1-2 inches wide with 
u piping of white cloth 1-8 inch in width.

BREECHES. 


27. Full-dress and Dress Breeches for General Officers 
and all Officers of the Staff Corps and Departments.—Of 
dark-blue material, cut in the prescribed pattern and 
fastened from the knee down with dark bone buttons of 
appropriate size or with laces. These will be worn with 
the full-dress and dress uniform mounted. Black boots 
and spurs will invariably be worn with these uniforms. 
For full-dress breeches of officers of cavalry, artillery, 
infantry and engineers when mounted, breeches cut and 
fastened as above and of the same material and with the 
same colored stripe as their full-dress trousers. 

SERVICE BREECHES. 

28. For all Officers.—Of olive-drab woolen or cotton 
material, to match the service coat, without stripe, welt 
er cord. Te be made loose about the seat and above 
the knees; to fit closely below the knee, extending to 
the tops of the shoes, and to be fastened with tapes or 
laces or buttons. To have a re-enforce or saddle piece 
of the same material on the seat and legs for officers 
required to be mounted. 

CHAPEAU AND FULL-DRESS CAP. 

29. For General Officers, Full-dress.—A full-dress cap, 
to be of the same size and make as the full-dress cap 
for other officers, except that it will have a blue-black 
velvet band between the two lower welts 1 3-4 inches 
wide and midway thereon an embroidered design of oak 
leaves in gold 1 inch wide surrounding the cap; and on 
the visor an ornament of oak leaves embroidered in gold 
on the upper surface, as described below. 


All general officers (dismounted) shall wear the cha-— 


peau. 

For Officers of Cavalry, Artillery, Infantry and Engi- 
neers. and other Officers of the Staff Corps and Depart- 
ment when in full-dress.—To be a dark-blue cloth, with 
three cloth welts: total depth, 31-2 inches; diameter 
across the top, 8 3-4 inches for a cap of size 7, the top 
to be 1-8 inch larger or smaller for every size above or 
below the above head size. The sides to be made in 
four pieces; to be 11-2 inches between upper welts and 
stiffened with hair cloth and wire around crown. Be- 
tween the two lower welts a band 1 3-4 inches in width 
to be arranged as follows: Golé lace, 1-2 inch wide; back- 
ground 3-4 inch wide; gold lace i-2 inch wide. The bac- 


ground between the bands of gold lace will be as follows:

mohair braid. The visor ornament of gold oak leaves 
is also excepted.

33. Of felt, of color of the service uniform, as nearly 
as practicable, according to sealed pattern in the office 
of the Quartermaster General. To be ornamented with 
a double cord 1-8 inch in diameter, according to sealed 
pattern in the office of the Quartermaster General, as 
follows: For genera: officers to be of gold; for all other 
officers, of gold bullion and black silk inter-mixed. . 

For Chaplains.—A black hat, similar in shape to the 
hat for other officers; to be ornamented with a cord 
of ary bullion and black silk intermixed, according to 
sealed ttern in the office of the Quartermaster General. 
This hat is intended for full dress and dress. In the 
field chaplains will wear the same hat as other officers. 

EPAULETS. 


34. For General Officers.—Of gold, with crescent, ac-

SHOULDER KNOTS. 


35. Of gold-wire cord 1-4 inch in diameter, formed of 
three cords in four plaits and rounded top, finished with 
small gilt regulation button, about 5 1-4 inches long, 
extending from the seam of the sleeve to the seam 
of the collar; slightly stiffened with a flexible backing, 
which is to be covered with cloth of the color of the 
coat; to made detachable. 

For all officers above the rank of captain the shoulder 
knot to have attached to its upper surface, in the mid- 
dle of its length, the coat of arms of the United States 
embroidered in gold, according to sealed standard sam- 
ple in the office of the Quartermaster General. 


SOHULDER STRAPS. 


36. General.—Dark-blue cloth, 1 3-8 inches wide and 4 
inches long, bordered with an embroidery of gold 1-4 
inch wide; two silver embroidered stars of five rays each 
and gold embroidered “‘Arms of the United States” be- 
tween them. 

Lieutenant General.—Dark-blue cloth, 1 3-8 inches wide 
and 4 inches long, bordered with an embroidery of gold 1-4 
inch wide; three silver-embroidered stars of five rays 
each, one star on the center of the strap and one at 
each end, equidistant between the center and outer edge 
of the strap, the center star to be the largest. 

Major General.—The same as for a lieutenant general, 
except that there will be two stars instead of three;

Brigadier General.—_The same as for a major general, 
except that there will be one star instead of two at 
the center of the strap. 

Colonel.—The same as for a brigadier general, omitting 
the star, with a silver embroidered spread eagle on the 
center of the strap, 2 inches between the tips of the 
wings, having in the right talon an olive branch and 
in the left a bundle of arrows; an escutcheon on the 
breast as represented in the ‘“‘Arms of the United States.” 
Color of the cloth of the straps to be as stated under 
“Colors of Facings’’ (par. 51). 

Lieutenant Calonel.—The same as for a colonel, ac- 
cording to corps, department, or arm of service, omit- 
ting the eagle, with a silver-embroidered leaf at each 
end, each leaf extending 7-8 inch from the end of the 
strap. 

Major.—The same as for a lieutenant colonel, with a 
gold, embroidered leaf at each end instead of the silver 
leaf; each leaf extending 7-8 inch from the end of the 
strap. 

Captain.—The same as for a major, omitting the leaves: 
at each end two silver-embroidered rs of the same 
width as the border, placed parallel to the ends of the 
strap; the distance between them and the border equal 
to the width of the border. 

First Lieutenant.—The same as for a captain; at 
each end one silver-embroidered bar of the same width 
as the border, placed parallel to the ends of the strap. 
at a distance from the border equal to the width of 
the border. 

Second Lieutenant.—The same as for a first lieuten- 
ant, omitting the bars.

47. For all Mounted Officers.—To be of stuffed russet 
leather, according to sealed pattern in the office of the 
Quartermaster General, for service uniform; polished 
biack, black enamel or patent leather for dress and full 
dress mounted, and always to be so worn. The spur 
rest to be worn 1 3-4 inches above bottom of heel. 


SHOES. 

48. For all Officers.—Stuffed russet leather shoes, with- 
out tips, will be worn with the cotton and woolen ser- 
vice uniforms. For fuli-dress and dress uniform the 
shoes to be of polished black, black enamel or patent 
leather, of tne short Wellington or side spring pattern, 
without tips. 

SPURS. 


49. For all Mounted Officers.—According to sealed pat- 
tern in the office of the Quartermaster General. The pro- 
jecting stud to be of only sufficient length to prevent the 
strap slipping; to have a half concealed rowel, showing on 
the upper side only; buckle to be plain, to be worn with 
black straps with full-dress and aress uniform, and rus- 
set leather straps with the legging and russet-leather 
boots, all without chains. 

The use of white-meta! box spurs with full-dress and 
dress uniform, dismounted for occasions of ceremony, is 
required. 5: Artie 

LEGGINGS. 

. For all Officers.—Stuffed russet-leather leggings 
of the pattern known as the “strap-puttee;’"’ to be worn 
with the service uniform. Mounted officers may substi- 
tute stuffed russet leather boots. In the fleld a canvas 
legging, as furnished by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, may be worn.

Professors and Assistant Professors of the United 
States Military Academy.—Shield and helmet surmounted 
by a scroll, in gold or gilt metal, according to sealed 
pattern adopted. 

Aides-de-Camp.—A device, 1 1-8 inches high, consisting 
of a shield of the United States, of properly colored 
enamel, 3-4 inch high and 3-4 inch wide at top, surmount- 
ed by a gold or gilt eagle, with wings displayed accord- 
ing to sealed pattern in the Quartermaster General's 
Office. In the blue field of the shield a star or stars, ac- 
cording to rank of the general on whose staff the officer 
is serving. 

This device is to be worn on the collar of the dress 
coat and on the sleeves of the full-dress coat and over- 
coat in lieu of corps or line device. 

Cavalry.—Two crossed sabers, 1 inch high, with num- 
ber of regiment above intersection; of id or gilt metal. 

Artillery.—Two crossed cannons, d to be 1 inch 
high, of gold or gilt metal, with oval at intersection 
having a scarlet center according to sealed pattern in 
the office of the Quartermaster General. 

The red oval in the insignia for officers of coast ar- 
tillery to exhibit an oblong projectile in gilt outline; for 
officers of field artillery, a gilt wheel in outline; both 
according to sealed pattern in the office of the Quarter- 
master General. 

Infantry.—Two crossed rifles, design to be 1 inch high, 
with number of regiment above intersection; of gold or 
gilt metal. 

Regimental Staff Officers.—Regimental adjutants, quar- 
termasters, commissaries and squadron and battalion 
adjutants will wear in the lower angles of their insignia 
the devices (of gold or gilt metal) of the respective de- 
partments to which their duties correspond. The bat- 
talion adjutant and quartermaster of engineer battalions 
will wear the same devices above the center turret. 

Chaplains.—The same as for regimental staff officers, 
except that the pendant design shall be a Latin cross 
of the same material and size. 

The insignia of corps, department or arm of service 
to be placed upon the sleeves of the full-dress coat will 
be of gold or silver metal. 

The insignia for the sleeves of the overcoats will be 
of dull-finished bronze. 

The insignia of corps, department or arm of service 
will be placed on the collar of the dress, service and 
white coat at a distance of 5-8 inch from the coat of 
arms, and will be of gold or gilt metal with the dress 
or white uniform and of dull bronze metal with the 
service uniform. 

(c) Insignia of Rank.—To be placed on the shoulder 
loops of the service coat and the white coat near the 
shoulder seam, as follows:

Major General.—Two silver stars. 

Brigadier General.—One silver star. 

Colonel.—One silver spread eagle. 

Lieutenant Colonel.—One silver leaf.

BRAID INSIGNIA OF RANK. 


Colonel.—A single knot composed of five strands of 
gold-wire braid not exceeding 1-8 inch in width, accord- 
ing to sealed pattern in the office of the Quartermaster 
General. To be applied to the sleeve of the full-dress 
coat below the elbow, the base resting on the gold band 
of the sleeve. 

Lieutenant Colonel.—Four braids, single knot. 

Major.—Three braids, single knot. 

Captain.—Two braids, single knot. 

First Lieutenant.—One braid, single knot. 

Second Lieutenant.—Without braid. 

Chaplain.—Without braid. . . 

The outside dimensions of the braid insigniq will be the 
same for all officers, the diminution being made by tak- 
ing strands from the interior. 

Braid insignia for overcoats, made of flat black mo- 
hair soutache braid 1-8 inch in width, will follow the form 
of the braid insignia for dress coats, but be applied with 
the base resting at the lower end of the sleeve, accord- 
ing to sealed pattern in the office,of the Quartermaster 
General. 


UNIFORM FOR EVENING WEAR. 


&. The commanding officer will designate the uniform 
for evening wear on all occasions of a general or official 
character occurring within the limits of his command. 

For occasions of special formality, the uniform for 
evening functions shall be the prescribed full-dress dis- 
mounted uniform. 

For other occasions of ceremony to which officers are 
invited in their official capacity, such as balls, official 
dinners, official receptions, etc., and formal mess din- 
ners, the following special full-dress uniform is au- 
thorized, and officers are at liberty to wear it or the 
full-dress dismounted uniform: 

An evening dress coat of dark-blue cloth cut on the 
lines of the civilian dress coat, with the regulation gilt 
buttons of same number and placed as on sealed pat- 
tern now in Quartermaster General's Office; the sleeves 
of this coat to be ornamented for all officers in the same 
manner as the sleeves of their full-dress uniform coats. 

A waistcoat of dark blue or white, cut low with full, 
open bosom, three gilt regulation buttons, should be 
worn with this coat; also full-dress trousers, patent 
leather shoes and full-dress cap. Shoulder ornaments for 
general officers will be regulation epaulets or shoulder 
knots, as may be prescribed for the occasion; for offi- 
cers of the general staff corps and departments and line 
officers, the shoulder knot prescribed in this order will 
be worn. 

MESS JACKET. 


55. To be made of dark-blue cloth. Body of jacket to 
be cut like evening-dress coat, to descend to point of 
hips, slightly curved to a peak behind and in front, five 
buttonholes on lapels, three buttons of regulation coat 
size on each side, placed 1 1-2 inches from bottom and 
spaced 2 to 3 1-2 inches apart. Sleeves to be ornamented 
same as full-dress coat, according to sealed ttern in 
the office of Quartermaster General. Officers of the staff 
corps and departments, the corps of artillery, and the 
regiments of cavalry and infantry are authorized to 
adopt a “mess jacket” distinctive of their corps, de- 
partment or regiment, which must conform in cut to 
the sealed pattern in the Quartermaster General's Office. 
Such further distinctive ornamentation of this jacket, 
as may be desired by the organizations named, is au- 
thorized, but when once adopted the “mess jacket” for 
any particular organization shall not be changed with- 
out authority of the Secretary of War on the recommen- 
dation of a majority of the officers interested. 

With this jacket will be worn the detachable shoulder 
knot provided for full-dress coat; also vests of the color 
of the coat. or white. 

Commanding officers may, in the tropics or in the warm 
season, authorize the white trousers to be worn with 
this jacket. 

Blache shoes will always be worn with this jacket.

58. No full-dress uniform is authorized for contract 
surgeons; their dress, service and white uniforms will 
conform to those of medical officers, but without the 
shoulder straps. The collar ornaments for their dress 
and white uniforms will be of silver instead of gold, and 
the letters “C.S."" will replace the coat of arms of the 
United States; the collars ornaments on their service 
uniform will be of dull-finish bronze, the letters “‘C.s.” 
replacing the coat of arms of the United States. 

UNIFORM OF CONTRACT DENTAL SURGEON. 

59. No full-dress uniform is authorized for contract 
dental surgeons; their dress, service and white uniforms 
will be the same as those prescribed for contract sur- 
geons, using the block letters “D.S.” in place of the 
coat of arms of the United States. 

UNIFORM OF VETERINARIANS. 

60. No full-dress uniform is authorized for veterinari- 
ans; their dress, service and white uniforms will con- 
form to those of second leutenants of caval or artil- 
lery, according to the arm of service, omitting the 
shoulder straps; collar ornaments to consist of the de- 
vice of arm of service with number of regiment or bat- 
tery in upper angle, of gold or gilt metal, and the foot 
of a horse, shod, with win on side, of white metal. 
For their service uniform, e collar ornaments will be 
of dull-finished bronze. 

The coat of arms of the United States will not be worn 
by veterinarians. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


61. With the full-dress, dress and service uniforms, 
when worn in the garrison, officers will wear a plain 
white standing collar, and plain white cuffs; the collar 
to show 1-4 inch above the collar of the coat. 

62. Officers and enlisted men are permitted to wear 
waterproof capes or overcoats, as nearly as practicable 
the color of the service uniform, when on duty involving 
exposure to rainy or other inclement weather. 

6. A uniform to consist of dress coat, white trousers 
and white helmet is authorized in warm weather, when 
prescribed by the commanding officer. 

#4. The badge of military mourning is a knot of black 
crape upon the saber hilt for a period not to exceed 
thirty days. 

65, All offifers pertaini to a ison will, whenever 
within the limits of a post to which they belong, appear 
in some one of the prescribed uniforms. The wearing of 
civilian clothing will be restricted within the post to the 
necessary time required in entering and leaving same. 

66. Commanding officers may, in their discretion, in 
prescribing the uniform of the day in tropical countries 
or in the warm season, authorize the wearing of white 
duck trousers with the full-dress or the dress uniform 
at parades and ceremonies under arms, and on official 
occasions not of the most formal character. With this 
exception, no portion of the white uniform shall be worn 
with the uniform of any other color. When white trou- 
sers are worn with the full-dress or dress uniform the 
shoes shall invariably be the black shoe.

87. The rank of non issi d officers will be 
marked on the dress coat, overcoat, service coat, and 
white coat by chevrons of cloth, according to sealed pat- 
terns in the office of the Quartermaster General, corre- 
sponding in colors and pipings to those in paragraph 74, 
reiating to stripes for trousers. 

The chevrons will be worn points up; midway between 
the elbow and shoulder on all coats. 

Rank will be indicated as follows: 

Regimental Sergeant Major.—Three bars and an arc 
of three bars. 

Regimental Quartermaster Sergeant.—Three bars and

Sergeant of the First Class of the Signal Corps.—Three 
bars and an arc of one bar, color orange, piped with 
white, inclosing a device consisting of crossed signal 
flags, red and white, and a burning torch in yellow. 

Sergeant of the Signal Corps.—Same as for sergeant of 
the first class, omitting the arc. 

Corporal of the Signal Corps.—Two bars, inclosing same 
device as for sergenat of the first class. 

Private of the Signal Corps.—Device consisting of 
crossed signal flags, red and white, and a burning torch 
in yellow. 

Electrician Sergeant.—Three bars and a representation 
of forked lightning embroidered in white silk; bars to 
be scarlet. 

First-class Private, Engineers, to be distinguished by 
an insignia of a castle of red cloth, 1 1-2 inches long, and 
height in proportion; castle to be piped with white and 
worn on outside of right sleeve halfway between the 
front of shoulder and elbow.

88. All enlisted men who have served faithfully for 
one term of enlistment, for either three or five years, 
will wear as a mark of distinction upon both sleeves of 
the dress coat, below the elbow a diagonal half chevron 
of cloth of the color of the corps, department or arm of 
service in which they served, 1-2 inch wide, stitched 
upon a piece of dark-blue cloth of the color of the dress 
coat, extending from seam to seam, the front end near- 
est the cuff and 1-2 inch above the point. 

To indicate service in war: a diagonal half chevron 
of white cloth, 1-2 inch wide, with piping on each side 
1-8 of an inch wide of cloth of the same color as the 
facings of the corps, department or arm of service in 
which the soldier earned the right to wear it; those for 
the engineers to have in addition a stitching of white 
silk on each side of the chevron. To be worn on both 
sleeves of the dress coat. 

The following classes of enlisted men are entitled to 
wear the service-in-war chevron: 

1. All enlisted men who served during the War of the 
Rebellion and who were honorably discharged. 

2. All enlisted. men who served or may serve in the 
Army of the United States in war, or in such Indian cam- 
paigns approaching the magnitude of war, as may from 
time to time be so designated by the Secretary of War 
or in orders from the headquarters of the Army. 

3. All enlisted men who served in the Regular or Vol- 
unteer Army of the United States between April 21, 1898, 
and April 11, 1899, and all who have served since the 
latter date in the Philippine Islands, or with the China 
Relief Expedition. 

The chevrons to indicate service and service in war, if 
more than one, will be worn one above the other in the 
order in which they were earned, 1-4 inch distant between 
them, and only for wars and such Indian campaigns as 
have been so designated by the Secretary of War in 
orders. 

An enlisted man whose term of enlistment expired 
during the continuance of a war or campaign approach- 
ing the magnitude of a war, and who subsequently re- 
enlisted, is entitled to wear the service-in-war chevrons 
for each enlistment in which there was war service; 
but in no instance will an enlisted man be allowed to 
wear the service-in-war chevron before his term of en- 
listment is completed; nor can two or more such chevy- 
rons be worn for service in wars during the same en- 
listment. 

The service-in-war chevron will be worn in place of the 
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service chevron for each enlistment in which the right to 
wear it was earned. : 

War and service chevrons will be issued without charge. 

GLOVES. 

89. (a) Of drab-colored leather, according. to . sealed 
pattern in the office of the ermaster General; to 
be worn with the service uniform and on other Ons 
when prescribed by the commanding officer. 

(b) Of white Beriin, or white wool, to be worn at dis- 
mounted ceremonies, and on other occasions when pre- 
scribed by the commanding officer. 

SPURS. 

90. Of yellow metal, plain surface, with stuffed russet- 
leather straps, accordi to sealed pattern in the office 
of the Quartermaster neral. 

LEATHER BELT. 


91. Of stuffed russet leather about 1 1-2 inches in width, 
according to sealed pattern in the office of the Quarter- 
master General. 

To be worn with McKeever cartridge box of same color 
and material, on duty under arms in garrison, in full- 
dress and dress uniform. 

For troops armed with the saber, a similar belt with 
suitable slings will be provided for duty in garrison.

SADDLE. 

9. Complete, including cinch, uarter straps, coat 
straps, hooded stirrups, etc. Saddle to be of stuffed 
russet leather, as also the cinch straps. Brass trimmings 
to be made with dull finish. 

General officers, aids-de-camp, officers of the Staff 
Corps and Departments, and field officers may use a flat 
type of saddle similar to the Whitman or English saddle, 
covered with russet leather, open stirrups of white metal 
or steel finish. On campaigns and practice marches the 
regulation saddle may be used at the option of the officer. 

All other officers shall use the saddle furnished by the 
Ordnance Department. 

SADDLECLOTHS. 

%. For General Officers.—Of dark-blue cloth, according 
to sealed pattern in the office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, to be worn over the saddle blanket or pad and 
under the saddle; trimmed with two bands of gold lace 
1 inch wide and 1 1-2 inches apart, the outer band fol- 
lowing the edge of the cloth; in each flank corner the 
coat of arms of the United States surmounted by stars 
indicating the rank of the general officer. General offi- 
cers of the staff will have the — of the corps or 
department instead of the coat of arms in the flank 
corners, 

For Officers of the Staff Corps and Departments.—Of 
dark-blue cloth, according to sealed pattern in the office 
of the Quartermaster Generdl, worn over the saddle 
blanket or pad and under the saddle, with an edging of 
gold lace 1 inch wide; in each flank corner the insignia 
of the staff corps or department, 2 1-4 inches high. 

Aid-de-Camp.—Same as other officers of his arm of ser- 
vice, except that the device shall be of the same design 
as the collar device prescribed herein—of bright metal for 
full dress and of dull-bronze metal for service. Dimen- 
sions same as for other officers. 

For all other Officers, except Chaplains.—Of dark-blue 
cloth, lined with canvas, according to sealed pattern in 
the office of the Quartermaster General; worn under 
the saddle, number of regiment (except for officers of 
artillery, who will wear the metal insignia prescribed for 
undress coats, 2 inches high) in enamel leather figures 
2 inches in length on each flank corner; edges trimmed 
with enamel leather 1 inch wide; edges and figures of the 
same color as the trimmings of their respective arms. 

For Chaplains.—_Same as for line officers, with edging 
conforming to color of arm of service with which they 
are serving. A cross, 2 inches high, of white metal, 
placed diagonally in each flank corner. 

For field service a saddlecloth of the above pattern, 
color of the service uniform, bound with russet leather, 
will be used. 

For general officers the rank will be indicated by stars 
of bronze. 

For staff officers and aids-de-camp the device will be of 
dull-finish metal. 

For regimental officers the number will be as for the 
blue saddlecloth, and the artillery device in bronze. 

All officers will provide themselves with arms and the 
articles of personal equipment or of horse equipments 
pertaining to their rank and duty, and maintain them in 
efficient order and condition. 

Commanding officers will inspect and verify the arms 
and equipments of officers and enlisted men as often as 
they may deem necessary to assure themselves that all 
members of their commands are able to take the field 
fully equipped upon short notice. 

For Enlisted Men.—Saddlecloths of canvas similar in 
design to the officer's saddlecloth, color of the service 
uniform, with letter of troop and number of regiment 
in the flank corners, to be issued experimentally at such 
posts as may be designated. 

BRASSARDS. 

%. In time of war with a signatory of the Geneva 
Convention, by all persons in the Military Service neu- 
tralized by the terms of said convention, a brassard of 
white cloth 16 inches long and 3 inches wide, with a 
Geneva cross of red cloth 2 inches high and 2 inches wide 
in the center, will be worn on the left arm above the 
elbow while on duty in the field of operations. 

SHIRTS, UNDERCLOTHING AND STOCKINGS. 

%6. Olive-drab flannel shirts of light or heavy material, 
white muslin or other shirts of light texture, wool knit 
undershirts of light or heavy quality, cotton knit under- 
shirts and drawers, canton flannel or jean drawers, wool- 
en and cotton stockings, light or heavy weight, will be 
provided for enlisted men in conformity with the neces- 
sities of the service. 

Whenever a coat is not worn no overshirts except the 
olive-drab flannel or chambray shirts furnished by the 
Quartermaster’s Department will be worn with the ser- 
vice uniform. 

WHITE DUCK CLOTHING. 

97. This clothing will also be provided for all members 
of the Hospital Corps and is to be worn by them on 
ward duty in the manner Bw! prescribed. 

SUSPENDERS AND WAIST BELTS. 

98. There will be issued to each enlisted man of the 
Army, annually, one pair of suspenders or one waist belt 
of russet leather, according to sealed pattern in the 
office of the Quartermaster General. Suspenders, when 
worn, must not be visible. 

ARCTIC OVERSHOES. 

99. For all Enlisted Men.—According to sealed pattern 
in the office of the Quartermaster General. They will be 
issued at cost price when the necessity for their issue 
is certified by the post commander, at the rate of one 
pair per annum, but they do not form a part of the 
annual money allowance of clothing of the enlisted men. 
CANVAS MITTENS ane TArvas BLANKET-LINED 


100. Of brown cotton duck (caps lined with blanket 
cloth) according to sealed pattern in the office of the 
Quartermaster General. 7 will be supplied to troops 
serving in extremely cold regions and to troops stationed 
at West Point, when the necessity is certified by the post 
commander, at the rate of one pair of mittens and one 
cap per man per annum. The voucher will show that the 
issue is gratuitous and made within the above allowance. 
Issues in excess of such allowance will be charged to 
the men at the regulation prices.

Batons as per pattern, with silken cords and tassels of 
the color of the corps or arm of service. Only the dis- 
mounted drum majors shall carry batons; drum majors 
of all mounted bands will carry sabers. 

Articles of band uniforms, including shakos and saber 
belts, that do not form a part of the annual clothing 
allowance, may be issued but not charged, except in 
cases of loss or damage. The articles thus issued without 
charge remain the property of the United States. 


UNIFORMS FOR OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN 
ON DUTY AT EMPLACEMENTS. 

104. Officers of artillery and ordnance may wear a uni- 
form of olive-drab cotton or brown canvas, to be worn 
alone or over the cloth uniform, according to the weath- 
er. This uniform will conform to the present regulations 
prescribing the cut, insignia, etc., for service uniforms, 
but leggings will not be required and the trousers will 
be of the ordinary cut. 

The saber belt will be worn outside of the coat and 
officers may lay aside the saber after arriving at the 
guns, if necessary for the work in hand. 

Non-commissioned officers and privates of engineers, 
artillery, and ordnance, electrician sergeants, and ord- 
nance sergeants, when at work or drill at the emplace- 
ments, may wear the brown fatigue uniform or the cotton 
service uniform, as the commanding officer may direct; 
rank to be shown by the usual chevrons, 

Suitable leather gloves will be issued by the Quarter- 
master’s Department to the enlisted men of the coast ar- 
tilery and ordnance to protect their hands while hand- 
ling guns, machinery, and other appliances. These gloves 
will be charged to the men at cost or invoice price, but 
the value of the same will not form a part of the an- 
nual clothing money allowance. 


ENLISTED SCOUTS.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST TYPHOID, 


CIRCULAR 62, DEC. 2%, H.Q.A.,A.G.0. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following 
memorandum, prepared by the Surgeon General of the 
Army, upon tae subject of typhoid fever contagion and 
the means of preventing it, is published to the Army for 
the information and guidance of all concerned: 

Personal Hygiene for the Prevention of Typhoid Fever 
in Camps.—Typhoid fever is a very common disease in the 
United States and is particularly liable to spread among 
soldiers in camp and garrison use of the intimate 
association of men gathered together in barracks and 
tents. lt is conveyed by the fecal and urinary discharges 
of persons suffering from the disease. 

It often happens that a soldier suffering from typhoid 
fever remains on duty for several days before he seeks 
relief at the hospital. Furthermore, very mild cases 
occur which are never treated as such. 

The disease is not contagious in the sense that-the mere 
presence of a case determines contagion, as in smallpox 
or measles, but particles of human excrement containing 
the germ of the disease may in many ways be transferred 
from the sick to the well and cause typhoid fever. In 
this sense it is contagious. 

That an infected water supply is a common cause of 
the disease is well known, but is likely that in camp life 
a greater number of cases occur from direct contagion, 
man to man, than from infected drinking water. It is 
not probable that several hundred men can be assembled 
in a camp without at least one case of typhoid fever 
being introduced from outside, and this case may not be 
recognized until infection of others has taken place. 
Therefore, the immediate destruction or disinfection of 
the discharges of all persons in camps without sewers is 
an imperative necessity. 

The fever may be spread by files from infected excre- 
ment settling on articles of food in company kitchens 
and in other ways; also, by dust containing dried par- 
ticles of infected matter. 

Therefore, wilful or careless soiling of the neighboring 
ground by excrement or unrine should be counted a se- 
rious military offense, as it is quite possible for a single 
instance of this kind to cause the sickness or death of 
many comrades. 

The disease can be easily transmitted by dirty hands, 
soiled clothes, filthy playing cards, and numerous other 
ways by which very minute particles of human ordure 
may obtain entrance to the mouth. 

Therefore, the personal cleanliness of men in camp 
should be a matter of gravest concern to officers and 
non-commissioned officers exercising authority, and every 
soldier should be instructed in the yery simple principles 
governing infection by personal uncleanliness. The week- 
ly bath should be insisted on and facilities furnished for 
- "Fed bathing should be encouraged whenever pos- 
sible. 

Washing the hands with soap and water and the use 
of individual nail brushes after going to the sinks and 
before meals is a necessity in camp life if danger to health 
is to be avoided. 

The use of toilet paper is essential to personal cleanli- 
ness, and each soldier should at all times have a supply 
with him, 

Soldiers using underclothing, towels, pipes, nail brushes, 
etc., which have been used by other men, do so at the 
risk of infection. Clothing and bedding soiled by dis- 
charges from the body should instantly be washed, or if 
woolen, disinfected. 

Complete protection of food from contamination by 
flies, dust and promiscuous handling should be had at 
all costs. 

When a case of typhoid fever is removed from a_ tent 
the site, the canvas and the articles within the tent 
should be disinfected. 

With simple precautions cases of typhold fever may 
be and are handled by nurses and attendants in hospitals 
without danger to themselves. 

Without such precautions on the part of all men ty- 
phoid fever once introduced into camp will undoubtedly 
spread.

The War Department has received a report from 
General Funston, commanding the Department of the 
Colorado, stating that Lieut. William M. Kistler, 18th 
Inf., recently handed in his resignation as an officer of the 
Army and since then has not been seen. Press despatches 
from Denver tell a rather startling story about Lieuten- 
ant Kistler. Such despatches allege that the young offi- 
cer has been missing from Fort Logan for about two 
weeks, and that it is feared that he has either been 
murdered for his money or drugged and beaten and held 
prisoner in some sequestered place. It is asserted ‘n 
the despatches that Lieutenant Kistler had $150 with him 
when he left Fort Logan on Dec. 15. The despatches 
further state that Lieutenant Kistler sent in his resigna- 
tion two months ago “because he was being snubbed on 
account of not being a West Pointer.” At the War 
Department a far different view is held of the disap- 
pearance of Lieutenant Kistler. General Funston in his 
official report of the officer’s absence makes no hint of his 
having met with foul play, but rather intimates that 
he is a deserter. He says that the young officer handed 
in his resignation and immediately left the Fort and has 
not been heard of since. No credence is put in the story 
by War Department authorities that Lieutenant Kistler 
resigned “because he was snubbed on account of not 
being a West Pointer.” Such a statement to those who 
know the Army, is simply ridiculous. Lieutenant Kistler 
entered the Army as a private in Battery D, 7th Art., 
July 2, 1898, and was appointed a 2d lieutenant July

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SENATOR HALE AND THE NAVY. 


Among those who remember the mysteriously unsympa- 
thetic attitude of Senator Hale, of Maine, toward the 
Government before and during the Spanish War, his 
present opposition to the naval program of the Adminis- 
tration will cause little or no surprise. But to those 
who have lost sight of the equivocal ground he took in 
1898 his hostility to measures which are manifestly vital 
to the integrity of American principles and the safety 
of American interests is at once amazing and exasper- 
ating. To say that the security of the American republics 
depends upon the Monroe Doctrine and that the maip- 
tenance of the Monroe Doctrine depends upon the United 
States Navy is to state a truism. Yet in spite of condi- 
tions which require a steady increase of sea power tu 
protect our trade and territoria] interests in the Orient, 
and in spite of complications in South America which 
make it as clear as noonday that the only way to avoid 
a fight for the Monroe Doctrine is to be thoroughly ready 
to fight for it—in spite of these undeniable facts we 
find Mr. Hale, a distinguished Senator from a coastwise 
State, stubbornly opposing the construction of additional 
battleships and contending that if the Navy needs any 
new ships at all they must be small ones and of less 
- fighting strength than those adopted as standard types 
by other nations! For three years Mr. Hale has per- 
sistently antagonized every effort to make the Navy, in 
both ships and personnel, equal to national needs and 
emergencies. He would give us nineteenth century ships 
to deal with twentieth century problems. He would stop 
the whole process of development in naval construction, 
and he now contends for a type of vessel whieh is ten 
years behind existing requirements. In this” attitude 
Senator Hale is opposed to the President, to his parity, 
to the trained judgment of experienced naval officers aud 
to the overhelming sentiment of the country. Less than 
a year ago he favored an entire suspension of naval 
eonstruction for at least a year, and his whole course 
since 1898 has been in opposition to the building of ships 
which experts considered urgently needful. 

It is astonishing that a statesman of Mr. Hale’s great 
ability should consider the Venezuelan question without 
realizing that it has enormously increased the need of 
continued, broad-guage expansion in the United States 
Navy. The Monroe Doctrine is not an automatic device. 
it will not enforce itself. Its vitality depends upon some- 
thing else than the phraseology in which it is written, 
and that something is the visible power of the United 
States to maintain it against any assailant. It will 
endure only so long as Europe is made to understand 
that it cannot be successfully attacked. There is an in- 
separable relation between the Monroe Doctrine and the 
sea power of the United States, and that relation is 
described, sneeringly and with brutal candor, in the fol- 
lowing utterance of the London Saturday Review, which 
Ane to the serious consideration of Senator 


“The Monroe rule will not be brought into operation 
on behalf of Venezuela. This is not the act of gracious 
condescension on the part of the United States which it 
has been represented to be. The real reason for not 
applying the Doctrine is not that Venezuela has mis- 
behaved, is recalcitrant, and, therefore, ought to be 
chastised, but that the United States is powerless to 
avert her punishment in any case.. The statement that 
the United States will only interfere in disputes of this 
nature to prevent loss of territory to a European Power 
is an idle boast, and must remain so long as the United 
States does not possess a Navy equal to the combined 
navies of the Great Powers of Europe. Let it be sup- 
posed, for example, that either Germany or England had 
territorial ambitions in South America, and determined 
to use the present disputes as producing an opportunity 
to gratify them. Could the United States prevent either 
Power from taking as much of Venezuelan territory as 
it pleased? The United States Navy gives a negative 
answer. How much less could she prevent both Powers 
from acting in concert and dividing Venezuela between 
them? We may carry the argument further. Not only 
Germany and England, but other European Powers also, 
have, or recently had, grievances against Venezuela like 
our own. Could the United States prevent a concert of 
Europe, acting through the navies of the Old World, 
from parceling Venezuela, or, for that matter, all the 
South American republics among its members? To put 
the case in this form is to demonstrate the uselessness 
of the Monroe rule as an operative force, either in the 
present case or in easily conceivable contingencies. The 
reservation made by Mr. Roosevelt means -that. war 
would be declared upon any Power or Powers which 
obtained compensation by the seizure or cession of ter- 
ritory; but it is valueless, because war could not be 
successfully waged in the present condition of the United 
States Navy. Thus his cry of ‘hands off’ to the Powers 
does not affect the situation.” 


The European opponents of the Monroe Doctrine 
fully understand that we cannot uphold it without 4 
powerful Navy, and they will rejoice in every effort by 
Senator Hale and others like him to retard the growth 
of our squadrons. If ever an attempt is made by one 
or a combination of the old world nations to acquire 
additional territory on the American Continent, it will 
be because of the discovery of inefficiency. real or imagin- 
ary, in the United States Navy. The moral influence 
of the Navy has been almost immeasurably igcreased by 
its achievements in the Spanish War, but with the new 
responsibilities incurred as the result of that conflict, 
the maintenance of its influence requires a steady increase 
of its physical strength in both ships and material. ‘Lhe 
Navy must either grow or shrink. It cannot remain sta- 
tionary. Casualties, wastage and the development of new 
types of construction which render the approved type of

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1890 an obsolete type in 1895 or 1900—these elements 
means that naval efficiency requires a policy of constant 
elimination and enlargement. Great Britain is even 
now disposing of twenty naval vessels with an aggregate 
displacement of 55,000 tons, and eight of these are bat- 
tleships of types that were approved when they were 
built not many years ago. The time is near at hand 
when some of the large ships of the United States Navy 
will have to be discarded as out-of-date. They must 
give way to vessels of more modern type and better 
adapted to the work of defense under the changing con- 
ditions of naval warfare. If it were only to supply new 
ships to replace those which must soon be withdrawn from 
the active list the cgnstruction project which Senator 
Hale opposes would still deserve the support of every 
friend of the naval establishment. But there are other 
and not less pressing needs of naval construction on a 
broad and continuous scale. Germany is increasing her 
Navy at a rate which it would be the rankest folly to 
ignore, and sooner or later the influence of her splendid 
squadrons will be asserted, morally or physically, in zones 
where the United States has large and important inter- 
ests, commercial and political. We do not know that 
Germany would undertake to usurp those interests, even 
if we should fail to provide them with adequate naval 
protection, but we are confident that she would be far less 
reluctant to do so if she found them guarded by squad- 
rons equal to her own. The fact is that her naval policy 
s; almost as mysterious and un-American as Senator 
Hale's. 
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LABOR AND LAW. 


The San Francisco Examiner thinks it finds evidence of 
hostility to “organized labor” in what was recently said 
here with reference to the labor problem. Rightly in- 
‘erpreted, our remarks quoted by the Examiner will be 
found to apply only to those who seek to accomplish 
unlawful purposes by violent methods. As we have the 
distinct declaration on the part of one of the leading 
representatives of organized labor, John Mitchell, that 
such is not the purpose of labor organizations, it is clear 
that the Examiner misrepresents them when it seeks to 
array them in hostility to us, as it appears to be doing. 
Analyzing our statement which the Examiner quotes it 
will be found to contain these specific assertions: (a) 
That the labor problem has reached a critical condition 
in this country; (b) that one evidence of this is found 
in the action of the Governor of the State of Pennsylva- 
nia in calling out the State troops; (c) that the right to 
control by violence, and outside of the law, the action 
of other men means anarchy; (d) that any disposition 
shown on the part of labor unions to profit by violent 
methods is an indication that they are coming under the 
contrel of the radical element; (e) that unlawful action 
expressive of this tendency should be promptly checked 
by executive authority. 

To which of these statements does the Examiner ob- 
ject, and where does it find in them the words that 
‘breathe a hostility to organized labor?’ Nothing can 
be more destructive to the interests of organized labor 
than the violence we deprecate, as has been distinctly 
declared by Mr. Mitchell. Yet, whatever may be thought 
of labor organizations as a whole, no man can honestly 
say that there is not among them an element that tends 
to bring disgrace upon them by attempts to apply lynch 
law to the redress of grievances. Were we to argue in 
the interests of the Army after the methods which 
ignorance holds to be those of the soldier, we should 
encourage this tendency, for there is nothing that leads 
so directly to the domination of military authority as the 
destruction of the safeguard of law. It was Robespierre, 
Danton, Marat and the rule of the sections that made 
Napoleon and the Empire possible. 

The rank and file of the Army is composed of laboring 
men who have the sympathies of their class, and the 
officers are as far as possible from any affiliation with 
the commercial and plutocratic tendencies of which labor 
makes so much complaint. But the Army is governed 
by law and it represent. the authority of law, which ‘can 
no more suffer compromise with disorder than can a 
physician admit tolerance with disease in which he finds 
the certain signs of dissolution. The rights of labor, the 
rights of the humbler citizen, are more dependent upon 
the enforcement of law than those of any other class. 
And we io uot believe that a different opinion is held 
by any considerable proportion of the laboring men of this 
co itty. They are far too intelligent not to understand 
the evil that will come, and come to them especially, 
when the safeguards of statute law are removed, and each 
man becomes a law unto himself. It is for this reason 
that we warn organized labor of the danger of permitting 
violence to be done in its name, or of suffering such action 
as that taken by some labor organizations in showing 
hostility toward their members who seek to render ser- 
vice to the State in the ranks of the militia. 

The Examiner tells us that “the people of the United 
States will not willingly support a part of their Gov- 
ernment that challenges the equal rights of men to con- 
trol their labor, singly or in union, to better their con- 
dition by collective bargaining with employers.” Nor 
should the people of the United States be asked 
to do this, but no such challenge is made by the Army 
which seeks to maintain order and enforce law so that 
men may continue to bargain and to sell what they may 
have to offer, be it labor or mer¢handise, without molesta- 
tion from those who may dispute their right to do so to 
the extent of enforcing their opinions by violent methods. 
Let those who object to the law change it, as they have 
the right to do in this country. Until they do change it 





let them obey it in letter and spirit, and respect those 
whose office it is to enforce it for the good of all men 
and the security of the peaceful citizen. 

The Army is itself a labor organization, and it gives 
the most effective example the country affords of the 
power there is in unity of action to accomplish a given 
purpose. Such unity is always allowable and commend- 
able when it seeks lawful ends. It may be found even 
in the Army seeking to accomplish personal ends in de- 
fiance of law, but then it is known as mutiny and is 
punished in time of war with death. A similar selfish 
conspiracy, in opposition to or in defiance of law, may 
be witnessed in other labor organizations. There it be- 
comes anarchy and is equally worthy of the severest 
punishment.

Secretary Root’s recommendation that officers on 
the active list of the Army be permitted to de- 
posit their savings with paymasters and receive interest 
thereon at the rate of four per cent., the same as enlist- 
ed men are allowed to do under existing laws, has led to 
a discussion of the subject before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs which is particularly instructive. 
Paymaster General Bates holds that, inasmuch as this 
privilege has been wonderfully successful in promoting 
habits of thrift among the men of the enlisted force— 
229,000 members having made deposits in the last four 
years—it should be extended to officers for the same 
purpose as well as a matter of justice and equality. 
Officers are not allowed to go into business on their 
own account; they have no opportunity to make money 
outside of their profession, and, as they are often sta- 
tioned at points remote from banks, it would seems to be 
only a matter of fair play to permit them to deposit 
their savings with paymasters. General Bates continued 
with this interesting statement: “A man graduates from 
the Military Academy, and to equip himself thoroughly 
for his service his uniform and outfit costs him from 
the most expensive tailor $750. Now, I do not know 
how the average graduate from West Point is fixed 
financially, but I know that when I graduated I had to 
insure my life and borrow $400 to get my equipment, 
and I had to pay that back. I tried to save from month 
to month until I paid it all back. If I had had $5, or 
$10, or $20 and the paymaster had come around, I would 
have given it to him instead of spending it in a game 
or on a little spree. Now, the necessity very often arises 
that we have to chip in $10 or $15 to help the widow 
of some officer. I do not believe that there is anything 
that could be done for the Army that would do more for 
the personnel of the officers than that amendment. I 
think it would make every man who did take advantage 
of it more economical and careful. It would go a far 
way toward preventing little sprees that lead to worse 
fates.” 

Adjutant General Corbin was not less earnest in sup- 
port of the Secretary’s recommendation, but he suggest- 
ed that officers be permitted to deposit only the actual 
savings from their salaries, and under restrictions to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War. Under the system 
proposed the Government would become a cheap, secure 
and economically conducted savings bank for the whole 
Army, the effect of which would be to improve the habits 
and methods of every depositor. To the suggestion that 
such a system might tempt officers to deposit other 
moneys than savings from the salaries in order to obtain 
a high rate of interest General Corbin replied: ‘There 
are few officers who have surplus money—few indeed. 
Wealthy men go into the Army and after a while they 
say that their private affairs require their attention. 
They say, ‘I have knowledge of the military service, and 
in case of war I will be available, but I am going home.’ 
They do not remain in the Army. Much of the heart- 
burning in the Army is born of poverty. We do not 
say anything about it, but you take men who have 
families, a man who has a mother, and many of us have 
parents to aid. The Army officer as a rule comes from 
poor folks, and we all have to support somebody at home. 
I do not know a man who is not supporting some one 
at home. I do not know a single exception. I could 
probably name a few who are exempt. We all have to 
send money home. The idea of this is to permit a man, 
if possible, to accumulate a little money, so that after 
a while if he wants to get married he has something to 
meet the circumstances. In the Philippines a pay- 
master goes around and an officer gets $30 more than 
he needs at the time. If he had his pass book he would 
say to the paymaster, ‘I would like to make a deposit 
of $30 this month,’ or ‘I would like to make a deposit 
of $10.’ His account keeps growing and he has some- 
thing to do with his money. At none of our posts is 
there a place where a man can invest $100. Under the 
proposed law the paymaster would say to the officer, 
‘Are these savings from your pay? And he would tell 
him. It would be a matter of honor, and the man who 
violated that privilege would be, under our orders, guilty 
of conduct unbecoming an officer. I assure the com- 
mittee that they need not have the slightest apprehen- 
sion on that point, and you will be able to look for- 
ward to having done one of the best things ever done 
for the Military Service. You will find that every 
officer in the Army will tell you that that is true. I 
can not put it too strongly to this committee.” 

In reply to a remark that he had been quoted as 
opposing marriage on the part of young officers, General 
Corbin explained that he had been misinterpreted, and 
that his view was that the best thing that can happen 
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to a young man is to be married if he can 
What he intended to say was that he discouraged 
marriage of young officers without their 
provision for the support of a family. To help the 
officer to make this provision the proposed savings fund 
would be of enormous value. Take for instance the 
case of an officer ordered to the Philippines. There is 
no provision for the free transportation of his wife and 
children. “If this system of deposit was provided,” 
said General Corbin, ‘‘and the officer expected a move, 
he would say to his wife: ‘We will have to save $10 
or $15 a month for this move. We will have to have 
$300 or $400. We can put it right with the post pay- 
master and leave it there.’ It will not be a tax upon 
the Government, and it will be a lasting benefit to the 
Service. It would be a sort of a moving fund. When 
I was a line officer I always tried to have $1,000 for 
sickness and moving, aud most of the old officers do 
that; but it is often very inconvenient to get to a 
bank and get your checks and accounts, but if the pay- 
master is made the banker for the officer, then the 
paymaster is his banker. He can see his deposit book 
and know how his account stands, and he does not 
take the chance of losing it in the month. We-.have a 
great deal of trouble with men sending checks home, 
getting lost, or they have not been properly drawn or 
indorsed, and half the time I am on checks, as Adju- 
tant General of the Army, in order that the women can 
get the money. I indorse the check and put it into my 
own account and let them get the money, but if we had 
the paymaster’s checks the officer would be able to do 
his business once a month.” 

One objection—about the only one, in fact—to the 
savings fund for officers is that it would tax the Gov- 
ernment to pay the interest on deposits. But in return 
for all that this interest charge would amount to the 
Government would receive a steady increase in the 
efficiency and zeal of the commissioned force. General 
Corbin estimates that possibly 2,000 officers might be- 
come depositors, and if they deposited an average of 
$100 each the interest charge for the first year would 
be $8,000, a sum so insignificant that it is hardly worth 
considering as against the benefits which the plan would 
secure. If the interest item amounted to a dozen times 
the sum indicated the Government could well afford 
to pay it. For it is a sound business proposition that 
in this matter the officer is entitled to the same privi- 
leges as the enlisted man, and that anything calculated 
to encourage thrift in the Service and render the Army 
more attractive to those who enter as a permanent voca- 
tion is a measure in the interest of military efficiency 
which should be adopted at any reasonable cost.

Progress on the building of the battleship Louisiana 
by the Newport News Ship Building Company, and the 
building of the Conrecticut by the Government at the 
Navy Yard, New York, will be watched with consider- 
able interest, although it is likely that the Newport News 
Company will come in winners as to quickness of con- 
struction. Both vessels are sister ships in every respect, 
and the keels of both are to be laid at the same time. 
The ship building concerns declare that they can construct 
better ships at less cost in a ten hour day than the Gov- 
ernment working on an eight hour basis and handicapped 
as they are by the many restrictions which labor organi- 
zations have thrown about such work. The labor leaders 
argue that eight hours is a proper day’s work, and men 
whose daily toil is limited to that time can accomplish 
more than equally as good workmen who are required to 
labor ten hours per diem. To determine the value of these 
arguments by labor leaders, Congress during the last 
session authorized the Navy Department to build one 
of the battleships provided for in the last naval appro- 
priation bill in a Government navy yard, and allowed 
to the Secretary of the Navy the sum of $175,000 to 
equip the yards for the construction of the vessel. The 
act requires the Secretary of the Navy to keep an accur- 
ate account in every respect of the cost of these vessels, 
whether built in Government yards or by contract, and 
upon the completion of them to furnish a full and de- 
tailed statement showing the relative cost of the vessels 
built in Government yards and those constructed by pri- 
vate contract. The keel of the Connecticut will be laid 
down in the Brooklyn Navy Yard before the end of Feb- 
ruary next, and out of the 3,000 employes of that yard 
400 on an average will be constantly employed on tha 
vessel. At the same time work will be started on the 
Louisiana by the Newport News Company, which will be 
able to keep from 1,000 to 2,500 men at work on her, ac- 
cording to the various stages of progress.

“tHE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL was founded in 1865, 
and it had its origin in the patriotic impulses which were 
stimulated by the Civil War. Colonel Church fought 
in the war as a member of the staff of Gen. Silas Casey. 
Interested with him in the establishment of the JouRNAL 
were Edward Everett Hale, James Russell Lowell, 
Henry W. Longfellow, William Cullen Bryant, Sal- 
mon P. Chase, Charles Sumner, Henry Ward Beecher, 
Levi P. Morton, James Lenox, James A. Roosevelt, and 
John Jay. Colonel Church was chosen to conduct the 
publication because his knowledge of military matters, 
he added the experience of journalism, he having been 
engaged in that profession since he was nineteen years 
of age. : 

“Besides carrying on his editorial work, Colonel Church 
has contributed frequently to magazines and other peri- 
odicals. He has found time to write a ‘Life of Genera! 
Grant’ and a biography of John Ericsson, of monitor 
fame, who chose Colonel Church for his literary exe- 
cutor. He has always been active in public life, believ- 
ing that no one is justified in neglecting the duties of 
citizenship in a republic. 

The first suggestion of the dinner was contained in 
the following circular letter: 

New York City, Dec. 12, 1902. 
Dear Sir: 

Tue ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL of this city is now near 
the completion of its fortieth year. Soon after its foun- 
dation, which was during the Civil War, it established 
a position as a distinctive gazette of the Army’ and 
Navy of the United States, and has maintained this for 
forty years without a break in public and official favor. 
It has been in every sense a national journal, clear 
headed and alert, loyal to the best interests of the two 
Services, patriotic, and above suspicion of unworthy 
motive or influence. 

Its enviable standing is due to the character and abil- 
ity of Col. Wflliam Conant Church, who was originally 
selected as its editor by the patriotic organizations 
through whose incentive its foundation was conceived.

social activities. Our newspaper offices recognize him as 
now the senior New York journalist, measured by the 
length of years in which a single editor has been at the 
head of the same publication. In the fraternity of au- 
thors also he holds a well-earned place. 

For years Colonel Church has taken part in render- 
ing public honors to compeers in his varied fields of 
work. It has occurred to many that special recogni- 
tion and tribute are now quite overdue to one who him- 
self has been so strong, unselfish and helpful. The 
fortieth year of the Army and Navy Journal—with which 
it has been well said that he has been so closely identi- 
fied that the life of the one is the life of the other— 
seems eminently the proper occasion for such tribute. 
It is proposed to tender a public dinner conty in the new 
year to Colonel Church, a gathering in which representa- 
tives of the Army and Navy, of the literary and journal- 
istic professions, and of friends and associates at large 
may heartily join. 

The signers of this letter have the pleasure of re- 
questing that you will make one of an Honorary Com- 
mittee, composed of gentlemen a list of whose names 
is appended, to unite in tendering to Col. William C. 
Church a public dinner at some date and place to be 
designated hereafter.

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THE GENERAL STAFF BILL. 


Although the general staff plan has now been under 
consideration for about two years, there is still some 
misunderstanding as to exactly what is intended, even 
among officers of the Army. It appears practically cer- 
tain now that the General Staff Bill will become a 
law, slightly amended. The House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs has reported the bill with those sections 
abolishing the Inspector’s Department entirely stricken 
out, but there is a feeling in the Senate rather favorable 


to Mr. Root’s proposition to abolish the department. 
Our Washington representative this week saw Adjutant 
General Corbin, who said to him: 

“Replying to your inquiry as to the probable passage 
of the General Staff Bill, the outlook at this time is very 
encouraging. The interest manifested in better adminis 
tration of the War Department is general all along the 
line. Members and Senators are making more inquiries 
concerning its application than has been usual in such 
matters. In the minds of some I find a lack of under- 
standing in differentiating administration and command. 
It is becoming pretty generally understood that the Gen- 
eral Staff Bill will for the first time in the history of 
the Government make administration run upon parallel 
lines with command. Heretofore they aave run to even 
cross purposes, and this, it can be said, is due more to 
the ‘ack of harmony in the laws and regulations than 
in the dispositions of men. Secretary Root, in traming 
the present staff bill, had in mind over and above all 
other considerations the fact that the Constitution of 
the United States requires that the President shall be 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy. To 
meet the demands of this requirement the staff bill has 
been prepared. In the minds of a good many very in- 
telligent people the War Department is associated with 
command, when as a matter of fact the laws governing 
the War Department almost without exception relate to 
administration having in no instance even remote rela- 
tion to “command” as understood in the military sense. 
To illustrate: take for instance the duties of the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army; over and above the con- 
ducting of the correspondence and publicatign of orders, 
etc., ete., the Military Academy at West Point, as far 
as administration from the War Department is concerned, 
is in charge of the Adjutant General’s Office. The ap- 
pointment of cadets selected by the President, Members 
and Senators, is a matter of detail scarcely reaching the 
dignity of administration ; so with the rules made for his 
examination for entrance to the Academy; so with the 
purchase of supplies in the way of clothing, subsistence 
and medical attention while a cadet; so with determin- 
ing his standing as a member of the corps of cadets; in 
fact, all that relates to him until the day he is commis- 
sioned he is wholly a subject for administration an:| has 
not reached the point of command. Once graduated an:l 
commissioned, he reports to his regimental commander, 
and then for the first time becomes a subject for com- 
mand. Again, the adjutant general of the Army is by 
law charged with recruitment of the Army; all that re- 
lates to this work is that of administration; it involves 
the determining of the fitness of applicants, the renting 
of recruitment rendezvous inegthe different cities of the 
eountry, the heating of buildings, the employment of 
medical attendance, the subsistence of recruits, trans- 
portation of recruits to their regiments, is all matter 
requiring the application of business methods, and as I 
have said is foreign to command until the recruit reaches 
his regiment. 

“Let us take a glance at the duties of the Quarter- 
master General’s Department as prescribed by law. They 
relate to the purchase of wagons, horses, mules, harness, 
and all that relates to wagon transportation; the build- 
ing of quarters for troops, the transportation for re- 
cruits, the transportation of all kinds of supplies from 
the depots to the Army, none of which is related or as- 
sociated with command, until they are placed in the 
hands of the proper officer for the use of troops, when 
they become essentially a part of the command to which 
they are sent, but not until then. 

“Going from the duties of the Quartermaster General 
to the duties of the Commissary General, the purchase 
of all subsistence for the support of the Army is purely 
a business affair conducted by officers, who in a large 
sense are skilled in the knowledge of the standard of 
the different food supplies for the Army. The purchase 
of coffee, sugar, all kinds of meats, and other foods, their 
packing for shipment are purely questions of administra- 
tion, until the supplies reach the command for which they 
are intended. This is no less true of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Department in the purchase of surgical instruments 
and medicines. Hospital supplies of every character must 





be purchased by expert men and jatelligent direction given 


to their distribution, and they, too are exempt from any 
association with command unti] they reach the troops for 
which they are intended. Now let us take the duties of 
the Chief of Engineers. Over and above the work with 
which he is charged in connection with the river anj 
harbors, he is charged with the building of the perma. 
nent seascoast fortifications, which involves the purchase 
of a large amount of material, transportation for ma- 
terial, the erection of forts upon designs approved by the 
Secretary of War. When a given fortification is once 
completed, it is then turned over to the general officer, 
in the Geographical Department in which, located for 
command, and not until then. For the Chief of Engi- 
neers we go to the Chief of Ordnance, who is charged wit} 
tne manufacture of arms of every character as wel! as 
gun equipments, the purchase of iron for the manufactur. 
of these guns, the transportatien of the iron for these 
guns, and all that relates to turning iron into arms, is 
purely a matter of administration. The gun made js 
transported to the proving  Sareeg and tested by experts, 
and when found to be suitable in every way for military 
purposes, is then transported to the fort for which it 
was intended, and for the first time becomes a part of 
the general officers’ command. These general remarks 
apply with no less force to the duties of the Chief Signa) 
officer ; the purchase and supply of all of the instrument; 
and wires for the use of the Signal Corps, their dis. 
tribution—is one of business and direction until these in. 


struments become part of the operative forces of the - 


Army. 

“One of the particular duties of the General Staff is 
to place itself in touch with all of these departments of 
administration, and to give the Secretary of War such 
information of the requirements of the Service as will 
enable him, through the Chief of Staff, to give intelli- 
gent direction for the use and distribution of the joint 
work of several staff departments.”

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FURNISHING OFFICERS’ QUARTERS. 


In the annual report of the Secretary of War, which 
we published some time ago, Mr. Root refers approvingly 
to the matter of providing officers’ quarters with neces- 
sary furniture, charging the officer a rental, as is done 
in the British army. In the appendix to the Secretary's 
report appears a statement from the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Office giving a statement of what furniture will be 
required and its cost. The following is the fit-out pro- 
posed for the quarters. of married officers. 
The figures first named show the estimated cost to the 
haan those following, the probable cost to an 
officer : 

Kitchen—1 table, $3.50, $4; 4 chairs, $2, $2.80; re- 
frigerator, $17, $25. 

Dining room—Sideboard, 48x24 inches, with shelf and 
bevel glass, $31, $42; table, pillar extension, 10x4 feet, 
$18, $24; side serving table, with shelf and drawer, 
47x17 inches, $9, $13; dining chairs, quartered oak, 
with cane seats, >20, $28. 

Hall—Hatrack, with box seat and hinged lid, with 
mirror 18x40 inches, $18.50, $25. 

Parlor—Divan, 1 arm chair, and 2 side chairs, $69, 
$100; center table, $25, $35. 

Bedroom—2 iron beds with brass trimmings, including 
wire-woven mattress or national spring, $30, $42; 2 ser- 
vants’ beds, iron, white enamel, 3 or 3 1-2 feet wide, 
$9.50, $14.50: bureau, 48x23 inches, circular mirror, 32 
inches, oa $48; washstand, 36x18 inches, $12, $17; 4 
chairs, $6, $8; chiffonier, $31, $42; Morris chair, with 
cushions, $9.75, $13.50.

Assuming that only captains and Ist lieutenants woul: 
be supplied, the number is estimated at 1,044, after de- 
ducting those in the Philippines or absent from their post. 
The cost for providing them with furniture, assuming 
that 25 per cent. are bachelors, will be to the Government 
$340,483, or $134,271.28 less than the cost of the officers, 
or 28 per cent. less. 

It is estimated that the present annual average depre- 
ciation of an officer’s furniture, due to wear and tear 
and the damage from persistent moving, is 28 per cent., 
or $120.98 per year on the articles named above for the 
quarters of a married officer, and $52.15 for the bachelor. 
Taking the rental to be charged by the Government, in 
an estimated depreciation of 20 per cent., this would re- 
sult in a saving of $51 a year to the married officer an: 
$22.50 to the bachelor. It is believed, however, that : 
rental of 15 per cent. would compensate the Government, 
providing for a renewal of the furniture once in seven 
years. It is not believed that there will be any saving 
to the Quartermaster’s Department in the cost of trans- 
porting furniture, as the officers will continue to ship 
the full amount of their baggage allowance. The office: 
would, however, save in what he now pays in excess of his 
baggage allowance for the transportation of furniture, 
so that the net saving to married officers, after deducting 
rental at 15 per cent., would be $105.38. Bachelors 
would probably save more than $36 a year. 

It is estimated that of 3,820 officers in the Army 2,007 
would have to be provided with furniture, and that an 
outlay of $595,260 would be required to inaugurate the 
system. To this is to be added the cost of transportation 
tq the several posts. Storage will have to be provide: 
also for furniture when an officer brings his own furni- 
ture to furnished quarters. It is recommended that the 
charge be made gradually to enable officers to accomo- 
date themselves to it and dispose of their furniture.  Per- 
haps the Government might take it over from them on 
an appraisal when it is in good order. It would appear 
that the intention is to allow an officer to rent the Quar- 
termaster’s furniture or not, as he may think proper. 
and he will have the privilege of damning the Quarter- 
master as much as he thinks proper if he don’t like it. 
This will spare the feelings of his wife and his wife’s 
relations. He can also add to his quarters as much fur- 
niture in excess of the Government allowance as he can 
afford to pay for and transport. He will also save a 
trifle on insurance, an item not mentioned by the Quar- 
termaster. 

The British Government is expected to make a good 
thing out of its liberality to officers’ messes. Each officer 
is charged one penny, two cents, a day rental, and this in 
a mess of forty officers makes a total of $300 per annum. 
It is estimated that this will cover the original outlay 
in five years, while the goods are maintained in good 
order by a charge for damage or breakage. It will be 
onlv necessary for the Horse Guards to do a large enough 
business in this line to accumulate profits sufficient to 
pay the national] debt. Our War Department is disposed 
to be more liberal, and it is obvious that it can put offi- 
cers in the way of saving a considerable amount of money 
without taxing the public treasury. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


Capt. Robert McGregor, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., 
whose death at Manila Dec. 24 we noted briefly just be- 
fore going to last week, was born in Michigan, and 
entered the U.S, Military as a cadet from that State 
June 14, 1885. He was graduated June 12, 188%, as an 
additional 2d lieutenant of engineers. Was promoted 2d 
jieutenant Feb. 26, 1891, Ist lieutenant March 31, 1895, 
and captain Sept. 29, 1899. 


The funeral over the remains of the late Comdr. 
Francis M. Green -S.N., were held at Arhng- 
con Chureh, Boston, on Dec. 23. In accordance 


with the commander’s wishes the funeral service was of 
the simplest character. The arrangements were made by 
Mrs. Alexander 8S. Porter, a sister-in-law. There were 
no pull-bearers. No official delegation attended, and there 
was no eulogy. The officiating clergyman was Rev. Paui 
Revere Frothingham, pastor of Arlington Street Church, 
who at the close of the prayer and scriptural selections 
read ‘Tennyson’s poem, “Crossing the Bar.” Among the 
intimate friends of the departed at the service were 
Rear Admiral N. M. Dyer, U.S.N., Lieut. Col. W. 8. 
Stanton, U.S.A., and Capt. H. G. O. Colby, U.S.N. 

The death of Mrs. Jessie Benton Fremont at Los 
Angeles, Cal., on Dec. 28, at the age of 78, was the 
severing of one of the few remaining ties that link the 
present With the period of romantic enterprise in the 
struzgle for empire in the West. A daughter of one of 
the intellectual leaders of those times, Thomas H. Ben- 
ton, of Missouri, she became the wife of another leader, 
John C. Fremont, who, while less learned, perhaps, pos- 
sessed a certain heroic daring and a certain picturesque 
individuality which appealed to the national imagination 
with irresistible force. Mrs. Fremont was worthy alike 


of er father and her husband. She was personally at- 
tractive, aceomplished, high-spirited and resolutely de- 
voted to every cause that won her support. Her hus- 


band, as the young lieutenant of engineers with whom 
she cloped, as the commander of the famous Rocky Moun 
tain expedition of 1842, as a United States Senator from 
California, as a candidate for the President, and as an 
American soldier tourist. lavishly honored by the courts 
of tue old world, had always in his wife a partner who 
shared worthily in all the distinction achieved. During 
her career as a society leader in Washington and St. 
Louis she received the recognition due to genius, taste 
and tact, and in her later years she performed a consid 
eraple amount of literary work of excellent quality. Mrs. 
fremont was a superb type.of American womanhood, 
whose example and influence have helped to enrich our 
viional annals. Comdr. John C. Freemont, U.S.N., and 
Capt. F. P. Freemont, U.S.A., are sons of Mrs. Free- 
mont.

‘eports from Manila are to the effect that Lieutenant 
“neral Miles during his recent visit to the Philippines 
made extensive investigations of charges of cruelty to 
tw'ives by soldiers, which charges were made during his 
brovineial tour at conferences between the natives and 
avious Officials. It is said that after departing from 
Munila General Miles telegraphed to Brig. Gen. J. Frank- 
' Bell, U.S.A., formerly commanding in Batangas 
brovinee, Island of Luzon, directing nim to make a ue- 
‘ailed report of the instances of misconduct on the part of 
Fi‘ipinos which caused the issuance of Circular 5. This 
ticular charges that natives accepted office under the 


Americans for the purpose of furthering the insurrection ; 
that they violated their paroles; that they assassinated 
friendly natives; that they boloed wounded Americans, 
used American uniforms, employed poisoned arrows and 
set man traps. ‘he report adds that General Bell re- 
plied with a severe, convincing and startling description 
of the campaign, citing instances which substantiate the 
charges. In Batangas General Miles was told by certain 
natives that they had been treated to the water cure by 
American troops. This charge was submitted to Major 
Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding the Division, 
who referred it to Col. Morris C. Foote, 28th U.S. 1nf., 
for investigation. After a searching inquiry Colonel 
Foote reported that the charge was unfounded. General 
Miles also investigated the charges of cruelty preferred by 
George Hunter against Capt. Robert L. Howze, 6th U.S. 
Cav., and major of the Porto Rico Regiment. Hunter 
made similar charges against Captain Howze when the 
latter was commanding at Laoag in 1900. The report on 
the recent charges is now in preparation. 

A despatch from Manila states that an American 
school teacher employed in the town of Batangas, Island 
of Luzon, has been convicted of whipping a disobedient 
Filpino school boy and sentenced by a native magistrate 
to imprisonment for fifteen days. 

A number of interesting reports of descriptions of posts 
and stations in the Philippines have been received. They 
were prepared under the direction of the Military In- 
formation Bureau, and cover the following: Geoma, 
Tarlac Province, by Capt. M. Wi. Rowell, 11th Cav. ;

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller holds that under the provision of the 
Act of March 3, 1899, providing that: “no provision of 
this act shall operate to reduce the present pay of any 
commissioned officers” it therefore follows Medica! 
Director Gunnel, U.S.N., while on the active list of the 
Navy and on shore duty, is entitled to the shore duty 
pay of a medical director before the passage of the Act 
of March 3, 1899, or $4,000 a year. 

Lieut. Comdr. Robert I. Reid, U.S.N., appealed from 
the action of the Auditor in disallowing his claim for 
$216.54 expended by him for medical attendance, nurses 
and medicine while confined with pneumonia to his home 
in Brooklyn, some twenty minutes ride from the yard. 
Surg. J. C. Byrnes, U.S.N., reported that as services 
could not be rendered from the yard, he summoned a 
civilian physician and a trained nurse for the sick officer. 
The Surgeon General, U.S.N., disapproved this action 
on the ground that there were two medical officers at- 
tached to the yard, three to the receiving ship, and four 
to the Naval Hospita}]. In view of this the Comptroller 
says that he also is forced to disapprove the claim of 
Mr. Reid for reimbursement.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Sixty picked Marines from among those on duty at 
Washington, D.C., left there on Dec. 29 in command of 
Capt, Dion Williams, U.S.M.C., for duty on the U.S.S. 
Maine, which has been preparing for commission at 
League Island, Pa. The guard is considered one of the 
finest bodies of Marines ever selected. 

The Brunswick, the largest battleship in the German 
Navy, was launched at Kiel Dec. 20. She was christened 
by the Prince Regent of Brunswick. Prince Henry of 
Prussia and his wife witnessed the launching. The Ger- 
man warship Wittelsbach, which grounded near Halskov 
Odde, Zealand, on Dec. 15, was floated Dec. 20. The tug 
— which was also aground, was floated the same 

y. 

While the big freight steamer Nebraska was leaving 
her dock at San Francisco, Dec. 17, en roure to Hono- 
lulu, before she could gather sufficient headway, the tide 
swept her down against the Fish Commission 
steamer Albatross, lying off Harrison street. But for the 
prompt action of those aboard the Albatross in giving 
their vessel more chain, she would probably have been 
sunk. As it was, the big freighter enraged off the bow- 
sprit of the Albatross, and with all the force of her 
enormous weight tore through all obstructions attached 
to and projecting from the starboard side of the anchored 
vessel. A boat hanging on the forward davits was badly 
shattered and the iron davits were twisted beyond repair. 
The first cutter, lying at the boom, was smashed and 
the starboard gangway reduced to pulp. Nobody was 
hurt. On the Albatross they estimate the damage at 
$2,000. The Nebraska was not injured 

The torpedo boat destroyer Worden has been ordered 
in commission at the Norfolk Navy Yard. . 

The Navy Department is in possession of the informa- 
tion that the U.S. steam collier Ajax has sailed from 
Cardiff, Wales, with a cargo of coal for the fleet at 
Culebra. This is the first installment of foreign coal 
which has been brought to this country for naval use 
for a good many years, and it will probably be followed 
by several consignments from the same source. 

After landing the body of marines which came North 
from Colon, the U.S.S. Panther proceeded to the League 
Island Navy Yard and took on board some 250 enlisted 
men and a large quantity of medicines, and has sailed 
for Culebra, where the men will be distributed among 
the ships at Culebra and San Juan, and the medical 
stores will be turned over to the senior medical officer 
of the fleet. 

The Secretary of the Navy has made final acceptance 
of the torpedo boat Wilkes, built by the Gas Engine 
and Power Company, of New York, and this s 
vessel has been commissioned for service with the North 
Atlantic Squadron next spring. On her official trials 
over the Government course the Wilkes developed a speed 
of thirty knots an hour, placing her at the head of her 
class in the Navy. 

Work on the transport Lawton, necessary to fit her 
for service as a receiving ship, will be done at the navy 
yard, League Island. 

On her trial trip-on Dec. 30, the torpedo boat destroyer 
Dale, when off Sewell’s Point, Va., bent the piston rods 
of one of her engines so as to render the engine useless. 
She continued under one engine to the trial ground, 
where tests of her torpedo tubes and other armament 
were made. These proved satisfactory. 
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NO MORE SHIPS FOR BREMERTON. 


The attention of the Navy Department was called re- 
cently to the extremely bad condition of the morale at the 
Bremerton Navy Yard caused by the low dens and 
saloons in the town of Bremerton. An investigation was 
ordered by Assistant Secretary Darling. A report has 
been submitted by Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, U.S.N. 
In it are given two endorsements, one by Ist Lieut. D. 


FP. Hall, commanding Marines, and the other by Lieut. 
Comdr. F. M. Bostwick, commanding. Lieutenant Hall 
reports that Bremerton, with 1,700 population, has six- 
teen saloons, all near the yard. Gamblers and disreput- 
able women frequent them, coming from Seattle, which 
“is a harbor for all of the bad elements of lumber camps, 
mining camps and seaport towns, and that a degree of 
immorality exists there that is equal to that of any city 
of the United States.” Desertions result from the condi- 
tion of things at Bremerton, and Lieutenant Hail says: 

“In my opinion nothing will do so much toward the 
improvement of this state of affairs as a re-establishment 
of the post canteen, and in connection with it an amuse- 
ment hall and gymnasium, and it was for this pu 
that I recently applied to the major general commandant 
for permission to build a building at this post for the 
purpose of indoor athletics and amusements.’ : 

Lieutenant Commander Bostwick says: “The statis- 
tics given in second endorsement are very complete and 
correspond with what information I have been able to 
obtain. The number of questionable resorts in the town 
of Bremerton is only limited by the amount of patronage 
which can be commanded, and fluctuates with the num- 
ber of ships in port and the number of men on the navy 
yard pay rolls. I am told that there are gambling dens 
in Bremerton fully equipped with all the necessary para- 
pharnalia which keep closed the greater part of the 
month, but are in full blast on pay days, conclusive evi- 
dence as to the source of their profits. 

“The only way to successfully combat these evils is to 
make them unremunerative, and a step in this direction 
ig to offer counter attractions within the limits of the 
navy yard, where enlisted men may find some social 
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and 
mum prices. The clu 
middle of July last, with 
number of men who frequent the saloons of Bremerton, 


and a striking decrease in the number of offences 
might be attributed to the temptations existing outside 
the ay Ea! A similar club is in operation at the 
arine rracks. 
“It is my belief that if these clubs could be supple-

San Juan, P.R., Dec. 24, 1902. 

The social season in Man Juan was formally opened on 
the evening of Dec. 25 by a reception at the palace given 
by Governor and Mrs. Hunt in honor of their daughter, 
Miss Elizabeth Hunt, and of the Governor's ward, Miss 
Buck, of Montana, this being the oceasion of the formal 
presentation of Miss Hunt and Miss Buck to society. 
About six hundred guests were present, the most notab!e 
being Admiral Dewey, who led the grand march in the 
old Spanish throne room with Miss Hunt. The harbor 
being filled with war vessels from Culebra, there was an 
unusual number of naval officers in port, and most of 
them were at the palace some time during the evening. 
Ihe Federal and Insular circles were also largely repre- 
sented. Native society united with the Americans in 
jointly honoring Admiral Dewey and the debutantes, and 
the affair was generally declared to be the most brilliant 
in the history of Porto Rico since American occupation. 
On the following evening there was a bal poudré at the 
barracks, the Army and Navy uniting, with Admiral 
Dewey as the guest of honor. A round of minor festi- 
vities have helped to make the holiday season memorable, 
and from now until Lent there will be few dull hours for 
San Juan society. The Yacht Club, the Country Club, 
the Spanish Casino, the Athletic Club and the Officers’ 
Club all propose to keep things lively. and the carniva) 
season in February will wind up the gayeties. There is 
no danger of deaths from ennui in San Juan this winter. 

Customs Collector Cruzon last week seized a lot of 
liquors which were brought here frora St. Thomas by the 
‘light house tender Laurel. The packages were addressed 
to well-known San Juan people, and consisted of hun- 
dreds of cases of wines and liquors, on which heavy 





import duties should have been paid, Collector Cruzon 
refused to discuss the case, but one of his subordinates 
said that the method of getting the goods ashore was 
something like this: At night when all was dark and no 
one could question the authority of a man in aniform 
carrying a box, the cases were brought ashore and pul 
into Army wagons and then delivered about town. 

Last Wednesday the United States authorities made 
the first arrest, it being that of Benjamin F. Butler, for- 
merly of Boston, and now supervisor of elections of 
Porto Rico. Mr. Butler is a society leader, and his alleged 
connection with the matter is said to have arisen through 
his being an official of the Country Club. The arrest of 
Supervisor Butler was followed two days later by the 
arrest of Capt. George W. Mentz, commanding the Naval 
Station at San Juan, and of James Brennan, steward of 
the Country Club. They were arraignea before U.S. 
Commissioner Anderson and held in $1,000 bail each for 
future examination. Both prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

The persons who are cited as witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion in this case are Boatswain John McLaughlin, com- 
manding the U.S, tug Uncas, F. G. W. Cooper, M. Del- 
vallo, William St. Elmo, Walter Chapman, Juan Terree 
and James Simplins. The alleged transactions are said 
to have taken place one on Sept. 27 and the other on 
Nov. 1. The smuggling has not been confined to liquors, 
many other valuable goods, especially, cloth, laces and 
linen, having been brought in duty free.

War seems to be a necessity in the present stage of 
the world’s existence. Peace by arbitration is a fair 
dream,. which future years may see realized, but the 
time is not yet! While there must be war, let us p 
the men who fit themselves to conduct it mercifully, 
as they could not do if they were but an untrained 
mob, called suddenly from civil life. The true soldier 
is a man who holds to the highest standards of duty 
and who goes to nis death for the honor and security 
of his country without one thought of self. Let us 
prize him and remember that while we may not be able 
to make his dying bed “as soft as downy pillows are,” 
we can at least help him to depart in peace by assuring 
him that grateful countrymen will reach out tenderly 
to help those whom he leaves disconsolate. Let all who 
sympathize with the soldier remember these things, and 
not only contribute themselves, but induce others who 
may be more able to give to contribute to the funds of 
the society by sending a remittance without delay and 
before they have an opportunity to forget this appeal 
to General Gilbert S. Carpenter, treasurer Army lief 
Society, 24 East 42d street, New York City. 

A ND OF THE ARMY. 
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In reply to questions during his hearing before the 
House Naval Committee, Rear Admiral Bowles explained 
that the difficulty with the Texas was with the mounts 
of the 12-inch guns, and it had nothing to do with con- 
struction and repair. He stated that there was a prospect 
of more rapid work on naval vessels next year. Delays 


have resulted from labor strikes and from the difficulty 
of getting steel for which there was such a demand, that 
maufacturers are no longer willing to give shipbuilders a 
priority. He thought the contract time allowed for 
building ships was too short. He had, therefore extended 
the time to 42 months, and proposed to hold the con- 
tractors to that under penalty. He stated that he had 
designed sailing training vessels to’ cost $375,000, and a 
brig for the apprentices’ training station to cost $50,000. 
They could be built in the navy yards as well as else- 
where, but not so cheaply. He thought that we should 
have ships enough to keep a certain proportion of them 
laid up in reserve. By directions of the Secretary he had 
omitted the buildings at Charleston, S.C., from his esti-

Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering of the Navy Department, has 
again urged an appropriation to establish an engineering 
experimental school at Annapolis. In the course 
his statement before the committee he was asked 
as to the wisdom of sending officers to technical 
schools for engineering training, and replied: “It might 
be a rood thing, but I do not think that not having 2 
separate corps it would be advisable. No; I take that 
back. If you are going to have a technical corps of men 
the same as our old Engieer Corps was, and the Con- 
struction Corps of the present day is, then it would be a 
good thing to select two or three of our best men and 
send them to some special institution for special train- 
ing; but as it is to-day, when every man has to graduate 
as a midshipman, as a sailor man, and an engineer, I do 
not think it would be of any benefit. Have the school 
at Annapolis.” As to the general feeling in the corps on 
the change in the personnel, Admiral Melville said: 
“There is a difference of opinion there, both in the line 
and in the engineers. I think the engineers who re- 
mained as engineers to do engineering duty only and did 
not go into the line would prefer the old Engineer Corps.”

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In pursuance of its policy to strengthen the naval 
defenses of the coasts of the United States, the Navy 
Department has resolved to form a new division of the 
North Atlantic fleet to be called the ‘coast squadron.” 
This division will consist of one battleship and a number 
of monitors and torpedo boat destroyers, which will form 
the nucleus of the larger force of coast defense vessels 
that would be assembled between Florida and Maine in 
time of war. Rear Admiral James Hoban Sands has 
been selected to command the new formation. Admiral 
Sands will have the Texas as his flagship and his division 
will embrace, in addition to that vessel, the monitors 
Puritan, Miantonomoh, Amphitrite, Terror, Arkansas, 
Nevada and Florida, and the torpedo boat destroyers De- 
catur and Chauncey, with other vessels of that class as 
fast as they are completed and commissioned. It is also 
intended to assign to the coast squadron the eight tor- 
pedo boats for which the Governmet has awar con- 
tracts or purchased.

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MILITARY ATHLETIC LEAGUE. 

Considerable difference of opinion exists as to the 
present organization of the Military Athletic League, of 
which Col. Charles H. Luscomb, a supernumerary officer 
of the New York National Guard, is at the head. Those 
opposing the present organization declare that it Is not 
so constituted as to make participation in it by troops 
entirely proper, and they want an organization more on 
an official basis. Instead of a private athletic orgniza- 
tion, as it now is, some argue that it should be con- 
trolled by a general officer of the National Guard, and be 
made wholly an official organization. Another point of 
contention is the fact that Col. Charles H. Luscomb, an 
officer on the supernumerary list, has commanded at re- 
views at every tournament, and it is claimed that he has 
no right to do so.

STATHD TROOPS. 


The average percentage of attendance of drills of the 
14th N.Y. during the month of November last was 72.24, 
the lowest of any regiment in the State. The regiment 
is generally in poor condition and needs a thorough shak- 
ing up. it is poorly officered, and unless there is a 
radical improvement in discipline and general condition, 
it would be a waste of public money to continue it in 
the service. As General McGrath, Inspector General, 
said some years ago, the regiment requires something 
more than “war pap” to warrant its retention in the 
National Guard as a useful regiment. While we regret 
to see any command disbanded, in justice to those who 
maintain themselves in an efficient manner, worthiess 
commands should be wiped out, regardless of sentiment. 


Major General Roe, commanding the National Guard 
ot New York, in his annual report to the Governor for 
the year 1902, states that the semi-annual reports of the 
organizations for Sept. 30, 1902, show its strength on that 
day to have been 881 commissioned ‘officers and 13,560 
enlisted men; aggregate, 14,431. The percentage of at- 
tendance was as follows: In aid of the civil authorities, 
88.18; at the Camp of Instruction, 83.91; on field service, 
84.17 at drills in armories from Oct. 1, 1901, to April 3, 
1902, 87.55; average attendance, 8.%. This is a poceeanens 
which General Roe says certainly speaks well for the 
attention to duty on the part of the officers and en- 
listed men of tue National Guard, and gives a fair idea 
of the soldierly sense of duty and discipline acquired by 
the citizen soldiers of the State of New York. he Gen- 
eral recommends the purchase of additional land at 
Creedmoor rifie range, shelter tents and longer leggins. 
He praises the A mye work of the National Guard, and 
says that in quality and efficiency there has been an 1 
gain. Uniforms and other State property are said to 
well cared for, and are excellent. The field equipment is 
said to be all that can be desired, with the exception 
of the field oven, which will be improved by the range 
when the former are worn out. General Roe praises 
the rifie practice of the Guard, and recommends that 
proper legislative action be taken to protect men who 
give their services voluntarily for the welfare of the 
State from being discriminated against by labor unions 
or employers 

General Roe also praises the 22d Engineers, and also 
the other branches of the Service. All have shown im- 
provement, he says, except one Infantry organization, 
which it is known is the l4th Regiment.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A new Danish machine rifle, for which a very high 
rate of fire has been claimed, is practically an automatic 
machine gun of such portability that it can be carried 
about by a single man, being not more than double or 
treble the weight of an ordinary military rifle. lt does 
not appear to differ greatly from a 20-lb. automatic 
shoulder rifle which Sir Hiram Maxim devised eight 
years ago. Before a light portable arm can be adapted 
to fulfil a portion of the work of a machine gun, it is 
necessary to devise means for getting rid of the heat 
generated. The Maxim gun is cooled by the evapora- 
tion of water, which is jacketed around the barrel. The 
Colt and Hotchkiss automatic guns have been designed 





with the idea of absorbing the heat into a considerable 
mass of metal, and getting rid of it by radiation. Neither 
means is open for enabling a large number of shots to 
be fired in rapid succession in a light-weight gun, such as 
the Danish one. This weapon therefore appear to be 
little more than a highly developed automatic magazine 
arm, having such extra weight and stability as will en- 
able it to fire as many shots as four or five individual 
marksmen. . 


The report that Lord Roberts had refused to pay his 
fees on appointment to the Order of the Garter is a 
mistake, as:is pointed out by a correspondent of the 
London Globe. The facts are as follows: When the 
Order was conferred upon Lord Roberts by Queen Vic- 
toria her late Majesty expressly commanded that the 
fees usually paid were to be remitted. Consequently the 
fees have not been demanded of the Commander-in-Chief, 
nor is he in any way liable for them. But the officers 
of the Order have demanded their full fees from the 
Government, and taking their stand upon some old regu- 
lation have refused to place Earl Roberts’s armorial 
achievements in his stall in the chapel at Windsor until 
their claims are satisfied. Altogether the officials are 
demanding some 5,000 pounds or so of public money from 
the Treasury, in respect of recent Garter appointments; 
the Treasury have got their backs up over Lord Roberts’s 
matter; an inquiry into the necessity for the payment 
of any of these fees is being held, and the result will be 
watched with interest. 


Admiral Makaroff, of the Russian navy, the New York 
Herald reports, has invented an instrument which, it is 
said, will play a great part in any future submarine 
warfare. he instrument is known as a radioson, and 
several successful tests have already been made with it 
at Cronstadt. By connecting it with the military tele- 
phone, the approach of torpedoes to Cronstadt was clear- 
ly heard by an officer in the War Department at St. 
Petersburg. The main function of the instrument con- 
sists in pointing out exact location and registering the 
speed of torpedoes, and experts claim that neither the 
weapon nor anything else can prevent it from doing this 
work properly. It will pavenl they say, the presence 
of the enemy just as well during the most stormy night 
as during a calm day, and it will also, if desired, destroy 
the torpedoes either automatically or at the will of an 
official, who may be several miles away. 


Great complaint is made in the British Army of the 
mess expenses, which absorb, in many cases, all a young 
officer’s available cash, leaving him little or nothing for 
such necessaries as clothes, servants and washing. In 
many messes the charges are from $2.25 to $2.50 a day, 
and they seldom fall below $1.25, with an addition of 
another dollar in many cases for sundries. 

The proportion of able seamen and boys in the British 
channe] fleet is 79 to 21. Counting in ordinary seamen, 
the porportion of men to boys is 89 1-2 to 10 1-2.
